Duwing a period of feven hun- 
dred years have ttefe military monks been 
the terror of the Crefcent and the guar- 
dian of the Crofs. How are the mighiy 
fallen! Sulyman If. loft thirty thowland 
Turks in befieging the iflind, and his 
Aga was at length compelled to flee pre- 
cipiatsiy, bafdcd and digraced. The 
renegade detcendants of theie valiant war- 
rors yielded, almoft without a fhot, tothe 
arms of Bonaparte ! 
_M. Boifgctin, who acknowie?ges the 
tunidity and inreiciution- of the. Grand 
Matter Hempeich, and the defe¢iion of 
fome individual Knights, is yet fo attach- 
ed tu his O.der, and has made hitafelf fo 
eN) irely its apolegilt, as fcarcely to give 
credit to the extent of its treachery and 
tre groflnets of its corru;tion. Itis per- 
tectly well known that the congneli of 
Malta Was projréted at Paris by the 
Anights of the Order 5 which, if we can 
sive any credit to the eloquent and pathe- 
tc Remontirance of the Maltele Deputies 
to Lond Hobart, has, from its wantonsels 
and tyranny, Jong been an object of utter 
— and execration-to the Maltefe people, 
inch compelled to bend under 
ee yoke. This Remonttrance, it 
femarkable, is not once alluded to by 
Moxtuty Mac, No. I24.

M. Boifgelin, who has every where endea- 
voured to impre(fs a belief that the Maltefe 
were the happieft people in the world ; 
that the utmoft harmony prevailed between 
them and the Order, whofe government is 
reprelented as having been fo mild, benig- 
nant, and humane, that the pecple of Mal- 
ta would be reduced to the moit d:plor. 
able and piteous ttate if deprived of its 
paternal cuardianhhip ! 

Tadeed a principal part-of our author's 
defignis avowedly to prove that the Order of 
Maita has fer years patt diftingu fhed itfelf 
for piety and military exploits inas illu 
trious a manner as during the molt re- 
nowned ages of ancient chival:y, and that 
it has of cour/e a right to relume a pot, 
hitherto fo honourably filled, but of wh'ch 
it has been deprived, lays he, by the reign 
of tyranny. The work is divided into 
two parts. The firft includes a geogra- 
phical defcription of the land, togetoer 
with the different monuments of the arts 
Aili remaining, the government, adminif- 
tration, natuial hiftory, trade, and finances. 
The fecond ccntains the hiftory of the 
Knights ot Malta, from the time of their 
departure from Rhcd:s to the conquelt of 
the ifland by the Engtith in September 
1800. What concerns the Kmghts, at 
leait from the period of ther inftitution to 
the celebrated fiege of Solyman, under the 
Grand Matterthip of La Valette, is more 
elegantly and fully given by the Abbé 
Vertot, trom whom, indecd, a very great 
portion of thefe pages 1s tranflaed. Ver- 
tot concluded his hiitery trom that pe- 
riod, under the nyme of Annals, which are 
comparatively meagre, but, Meverthcie:s, 
contain materials ior a fatisfaétery hil 
to! ° 

A Map of Malta and Goza, ona very 
large icale, and very neatly executed, 18 

refixed to thefe vi lumes. 

Mr. WIiILkinson has publifhed, in one 
neat duodecimno, ** An Epitome of the Hii/- 
tory of Malta and Goxa,” which in a fail 
compa{s contains wuch information. 

We refer ourreaders to the feventh vo- 
lume of our Magazine (Index ver. Malta) 
for a concife and well-written account of 
the ifland. We cannot, however, refer to 
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it, without correcting, ard offering the 
correction to Mr. Wilkinfon, one very 
material and generally-received error.— 
The author who fent his interefting ac- 
count to our Magazine fiates, very truly 
pertaps, that Malta was one of the beit 
academies for poli:enefs on the furface of 
the globe. All the Koeights and Com- 
manders had much the air and deportment 
of gentlemen and men cf the world,— 
** The great politenels (he adds) obferv- 
able here might alfo putly be afcrived to 
this ; that, as the Knights were entitled 
by law, as well as cuftom, to demand fa- 
tistaction of each other for the leaft breach 
of it, every one of courfe was under a ne- 
ceflity of being very exact and circum{pect 
with regard to his words and actions, as 
well as to the exterior punétilios of deco- 
rum.’ In another place it is ftated, that 
** perhaps Malta was the only country of 
the world where duelling was authorized 
by law. They Jaid ir, however, under 
fuch reftriftions, as greatly to diminih its 
danger. Tie duellitts were obliged to 
decide their quarrels in one particular 
itreet of the city, and were moreover oblig- 
ed, under the molt fevere penalties, to put 
up their {words when ordered to do it b 
@woman, a priett, oraknight. Accrofs 
was always painted ca the wall oppofite 
to the (pot where a knight had been killed, 
and between twenty and thirty of thee 
croffes were to be counted there about a 
dozen years ago.” 

Now ihe flatutes which were deemed 
neceflary to refirain the violence of the 
young knight, are very numerous and fe- 
vere. It is enacted (title xviii, § 29), 
** that fuch as fhall give il language to a 
brother, in the Maiter’s palace, thali lefe 
eight years” ftaading acquired cr to be ac- 
Gvired 5 if it be in an mn, they thall lofe 
two years’ Raniieo. Tf they draw their 
iwords, or give a box, or kick, they thail 
be expelled without a pofiinility of par- 
don. [f the perion wounied die, they 
fhail, betide the lofs of habit, be delivered 
over to the fccular arm.’ There are fe- 
Veral other ftatutes to the fame cites ; but 
the following (title xviii. § 8) is paricu- 
larly to the purpofe. It was enacted by 
John L’Evetqve de ia Caffiereclected ta the 
Grand Maftsfhip in 1572. «© As we 
are deiirous to put a ftop to the impiety of 
fuch, as without any regard to the weifare 
of their fouls, fight dueis, and expofe their 
hodics to be kil‘ed, we enaét, that if any 
brocher fhall give a challenge to another, 
by word or by writing, by

Again, by Claude de la Sangie it was 
enacted, ** that if any brother raifes atv. 
mult againft another in the day or in the 
night ume, with any fort of arms wha 
ever, he fhall be deprived of the habir.— 
Such, tco, as fhall be found matked in the 
night-time with offentive weapons, eitier 
upon or under their clothes, going out by 
themfelves, or in company without arms, 
fhall be imprifoned in the tower for tix 
months.”’ { 

Under the Grand Mafterfhip of An- 
thony de Paul (elected in 1623), a gene- 
ral chapter was held, in which the aifairs 
of the Order were taken into confideration. 
All the old ftatutes, ordinances, ani capt- 
tuiars, were comprifed into one volume 
tranflated into Italian, arranged under dit- 
f.rent titles, &c. and many new artis 
were added. Atthe fame time the ao- 
cient liws 2gainit duelling were renewed. 
Orders were given to proceed with the ut:

Phis isa work of great labour and va- 
lue 5 but it mut rather be confidered as a 
bo kK for reference than for reading—not 
from its great bulk 5 although if we hei 
deca afked fora definition of the werd 
Compendium, we certiinly fhould not 
have an{wered—four quarto volumes ; but 
trom the arrangement, which is ftridily 
chronological, Mr. Mayo, like an annual 
ngiter, records fucceflively the trent{‘tc- 
tons of each individual ftate as they take 
plice within twelve calendar months, be

To trace the 
ficnal revolutions which have taken place 
in the courfe of it to their erigin, to ob- 
ferve their eff &s, to form a judgment re- 
{pecting the motives which have actuated 
thoie who have borne the mof# ditinguilh- 
ed parts in them, and by bringing the bil- 
tories of different Rates fucecflively uo der 
our view, to difcover the relation that fub- 
fits between them, and by what fprings 
the feveral Governments have been moved 
in the'r conuét towards each other, 1s one 
of the mo! p'eafing and fatisfattory em- 
ployments of the mind. The detign of 
this work is to facilitate fuch refearches.”” 

Mr. Davigs’s * Celtic Refearches 5 or, 
the Origin, Traditiine, and Language of 
the Ancient Briicus,’ is a work which 
gives evidence ofextenfive reading, and of 
much critical and antiquarian refearch. 
Whether the fyftem of the aushor is fub- 
fiancisl or not, it is fupported with great 
insenuity and labour. The refearches 
in which this (\ tem is unfolaed are divid- 
ed into three «favs. The firft is princi- 
pally confine! to fketches on the ftate and 
attainments of primitive (cciety ; the fes 
cond is on the origin of the Celta, the tn- 
ftiiution of Druiditm, and their pretentions 
tothe knowledge of letters; and the third 
on the Celtic languace, in which its radical 
princioles are appreciated and compared 
with the primitive and fimple terms in 
Hebrew, Greck, and Latin.

The author of this hiftorical mor¢eau is 
unknown; nor is it afcertained whether he 
difcontinued his narrative at the period at 
which this manufcript ccncludes, or whether 
it was carried down beyond it. Mr. Mat- 
coum Lain, whofe Hittory of Scotland 
fince the Union of the Crowns we noticed 
at the time of its appearance, is the reputed 
editor of this curious volume. He has 
publifhed it from thot copy of the original 
manuicript (now belongirg to Lerd Bel- 
haven) which tke hitteriographer to 
Queen Anne, David Crawfurc, of Drum 
foy, emploved in compiling his Memoirs 
of the affairs of Scotland. Crawfurd 
was a pirtizan of the Queen of Scots, and 
did not hefitate to fupprels every Civcum~ 
{tance which was unfavourable to Mary 
and .o Bothwell, or which was favourable 
to their adverfaries. The Hittory begins 
with th- murder ot Riccio and the birth 
of James I. in 15655 it terminates with 
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POLITICAL ECONOMY, POLITICS, AND 
FINANCE. 

The Earl of LauperpDALe has pub. 
I thed a fanciful and fubtle ** Inquiry in'o 
the Nature and Origin of Public Wealth, 
and into the Means and Caujfes of its In- 
cré af ts 

fi: the courfeof the iaquiry his Lordfhip 
has offered fome very parad xical propofi- 
tions, which he has laboured to fubttan- 
tiate by trains of reafoning more ingenious 
than cotvincing. He contends that the 
fum total of individual riches forms no 
accurate fiatement of public wealth— 
“ Acommodity (fays he) being uleful or 
delightful to msn, cannot alone give it va- 
lue. To ob:ain value, or to be qualified 
to conititute a portion of private riches, it 
muft combise with that quality the cir- 
cumftance of exiting in a certain degree of 
fearcity.”” Wis Lordihip, anticipating an 
inference which would perhaps have been 
drawn, goes cn thus; ‘ Yetthe common: 
fenfe of mankind would revolt at a propo- 
fal for augmenting the wealth of a nation 
by creating a icarcity of any commodity 
generally ufeful aud neceflary to man.— 
For example: let us fuppole a country 
poffeffing abundance of the neceflaries and 
cunveniencies of life, and univerfally ac- 
commodated with the pureft ttreams of 
wa'er 3—what opinion would be entertain- 
ed of the underfanding of a man, who, as 
the means of increafing the wealth of fuch 
a countiy, fhould propole to create a fear. 
city of water, the abundance of which was 
defervedly confidered as one of the greateft 
bieflings incident to the community? It 
is certain, however, that fuch a proje&tor 
would by this means fucceed in increatin 
the mafs of individual riches; for to the 
water, which would iill retain the quality 
of being uleful and detirable, he would add 
the circumftance of exitting tn fcarcity, 
which of courle muft confer upon it value; 
and when it once obtained value, the fame 
circumfances that fix the value of its pro- 
duce for a certain number of years, as the 
price of the poileflion of land which pro- 
duces food, would equally fix the value of 
the produce cf fprings for a certain number 
of years, as the price of the poffeffion of 
that which produced drink ; and thus the 
individual riches of the country would he 
increafed ina fum equal to the value of 
the fee-fimple of all the wells.” 

This furely is a very fingular inftance 
of falfe-reafoning. This imaginary pro- 
jeStor, who by cresting a fcarcity of water 
might half depopulate his country, would 
neverthelefs fueceed in increafing the mats 
of individual riches! His Lordthip has

Let us, however, take 
the cafe which his Lordthip has propoied, 
Tt is pertc&ly untrue, even on his own 
principles, that the projector who fhould 
create In any country a {carcity of witer, 
would confequently increafe the mafs of 
individual riches. That he would increafe 
his own private riches may perhaps be 
granted ; but it is molt clear, that ashe 
increafed his own riches he would diminih 
thefe of other people, and that here would 
be a transfer of riches from other people to 
him, but no actual increale. Nor would 
the perfonal increafe be at alt upon a par 
with the genera! diminution, becaufe the 
projector could not fet fo much labour into 
Motion, as what, by the very fuppolition, 
he has deftroyed ; mills could no longer 
work when rivers were dried up 3 manu. 
fa&tures would {von be ftopped, and trafic 
be annihilated, 

In another place his Lordhip has at- 
tempted to prove that the accumulation of 
capiial is no increafe of pudlic wealth 5 3 

avadox as ftrange as the former. 

Notw:thftanding, however, the peculii- 
rities of fome of Lord Lauderdale’s opim- 
ons and economical teneis, the work aul. 
plays great iIngenutty and exteniive inf A 
mation. Tt pi wves, too, veryv clearly—"s 
indeed, fuch proof had beea wanted that 
his Lordthip is a boid and original think- 
er——-Nuilius addidlus jurare m™ verba wa.

Thelfe Letters are written by the author 
of Sketches on the Intrinfic Strength, Mi- 
litary and Naval Force of France and Rul- 
ha. The fame bold and peremptory tone 
in which that work was written, diftin- 
guifhes the prefent. The fame extenfive 
knowledge of Continental politics is dif 
played; the fame confidence exprefled in 
the fame dogmatical manner relpecting 
the views and projeGs cf the feveral Eu- 
ropesn Cabinets ; the fame hazardous 
{pirit of prophecy is indulged 5 the fame 
pofitivenefs of aflertion, and coarte ftre ngth 
of language. 

_ Although the author is fufficiently free 
in his reprudation of Britith pelitics, many 
of his opinions are of a confolatory nature. 
He thinks but indifferently of our velun- 
tary lervices and contributions, and be- 
lieves that, to render a Government by re- 
gwar Means equal to the exigencies of the 
State, would be more patriotic-like and 
bettereconomy.

ing ferjeant!’ Our author tre:ts the 
State Paper which was written «nthe occa- 
ficn by his Majeity’s commands with te 
uimoit contempt, coniidering it ‘ of ail 
the tiplomatic dees the world ever law 
as the molt ndiculoutly infignificant.”"— 
He reprodates our fyiiem of detentive war- 
fare, and {ays that it is the highedt gratifi- 
cation which Bonaparte can receive. He 
wilnts fur more active operations, and 
contends that Great Britain muft never 
mike pesce until fhe has reduced the 
power of France to a cond’tion in which 
fhe isno longer formidatle. Bonaparte, 
he beieves, 1s anx‘ous for peace, as he 
flatters himfelf that inthat event we fhould 
Jofe ali our [pirit in the love of gain, and 
iuffer our army and navy to moulieraway, 
whilft he, in the mean time, might make 
fuch nava! and military preparations, a 
at fome future time would #rike a death- 
blow at the Britifh greatnefs ! Bonaparte 
furely is not fuch adupe, Our author, 
on the other band, affirms, that the natu- 
ral powers of France to extend her domi- 
nions are greatly circumitcribed by the 
jealoulfy aud hatred of Pruffia, Auftria, 
and Rufha, who could arvett her progrefs 
if Mie attempted to mfake one additional 
liep. 

As to invafion,—although Bonaparte’s 
fi tilla is of ferviceto him, as accuftom- 
ing his people to naval affairs, and as con- 
fining us toa wafting and feverifh de- 
fence, "— our author believes that at pre- 
fent no attempt will be made to attack us 
on ear own thores. ‘* Bonaparte (lays 
he) knows that the Aultrian regular army 
amounts to four bundred th uiand brave 
men in a high fate ot dilcipiine 5 that 
Pruffia can mutter nearly three hundred 
thouland foldiers, conumanded by the moft 
intelleent officers in Europe; and thor 
Ruijia can in a little came organize an 
army of slme't any number of men. Thus 
ci cum#anced, can it be prefumed thatthe 
Coniul, prefumptuous as you fay he is, 
fhouid export two bundred thoufand of fae 
belt troeps ? “The hero of Marengo could 
not pretend to undertake the conqueit of 
England witha {maller nunber, Suppoie 
the Gallic Empercr had nothing to appre- 
herd ivom his Continensal neighbours, by 
whom is his ex preiion to England to be 
conduded ? Should he put himicif at the 
head of the amy, te whom could he en 
tiuft the maniie ard the crown in his ab- 
fence. He knows that once landed in 
England, thofe who are now his warmeit 
fricnds in Fiance woukt intantancoudly 


offer to the Brituh Government perce up-

Froma WS. in her Ma- 
jefiy’s Poffefion.* This work, part of 
which is printed at Lord Stanhope’s fte- 
reotype prefs, makes its appearance ua- 
der the patronage of the Queen of 
Great Brain; and the editor, who 
ts no lefs celebrated a divine than the Bi- 
fhop of London, has gone {fo far as to 
fay, that he does not recolleé&t any fum- 
mary of all the doégtrines of the Chriftian 
yelicion, in the Engtith language, com- 
piefled into fo fhort a compafs, and ar- 
ranged in fo fyfematic and f{cientific a 
form. ‘This ts a very forry compliment 
to the Iabours of our Englih theologians, 
who certainly need not fhrink from fub- 
sitting their works to a comparifon with 
the confuled metaphyfical jargon, the wild 
fpeculations and incsmpreher {ble diqui- 
ntions which are feattered through thefe 
pages. The editor confiiders Mr. Frey- 
Linghaufen’s work as excellently caleulat- 
ed to be an elementary book for the reli- 
gous inftruction of the youth of both 
dexes. Let any one read, among many 
otheis, the articie on Divine Lilumination, 
the Spiitual and Myftical U-ien with 
Sieod, Julication, Election, Reproba. 
tion, &e. Ke. and fay terioufly, whether 
thele fubicéts, thus treated, Wi uld net 
prrplex, confound, and alimutt firpity the 
acatett theologian ot che times.

It is with greit plea- 
fure that we have read the third edition of 
this valuable work, which is now enlarged 
by the addition of another volume, Cone 
taining the author's experience of this re- 
medy {fubfequently to the publication ot 
the ieccnd edition of Vol. If. in 1 
The fubdiequent experience of Dr. 
and the refult of affufion where it has 
employed in differeat parts of the king- 
dom by diferent practitioners, connirm tn 
the very trongeft manner the efficacy of 
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this remedy. As the fubje& is of high 
importance, we frail not hefitate to give 
an extended account of the matter whi.h 
is contained in the additional volume that 
now lies before us. 

In order to underftand the modzs ope- 
yond? of afiufion, as expiained by Dr. 
Currie, it will be neceflary frit to ucder- 
ftard his theory of fever. ‘This theory is 


‘in its principal features extremely fins Jar 


to Dr. Culleo’s. The remote cauies 
which miy produce fever are various, and 
many ef them have probably e'uded the 
refcarch of medical fcience. Whatever 
the remote caule is, however, it may per- 
haps be coniidered as a poifon acting di- 
veCtly oa the fexforium commune, and with 
a malignancy proportioued to the Cegree 
of its concentraticn, 

Irs firft effect is a debility which is dif 
tingtly marked on the countenance ; the 
neceflary confequence, or, as fome con- 
tind, the concomitant effect, is a fpafm or 
contraction of the arterics, but more elpe- 
cially of the extreme veflcls and the capil- 
Jaries of the furface. A 1e-adction or re. 
filtance commences ; the heart and lungs 
are roufed into increated exertion by the 
j reflure o° the accumulated fluids, and re- 
pei them back on the furface and extremi- 
ties; while the fpafmodie or morbid 
fiructuve of thele extreme veflels oppofes 
the reflux of the fluids, and thas, by main. 
taning the inordinate preflure on the 
centre, exciies the heart, arteries, ard 
Jungs to ttl more viclent exertion. In 
this conteft the ftomach is ulually brought 
into fympathy, and naulea and vomiting 
are ofien inJuced. 

Dr. Curvie remarks that it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to raife the heat of ‘he body 
in a ftate of health to the highett degree of 
fever-heat, either by heated air or heated 
water ; the heat, as it is introduced into 
the fyflem of a healthy perfon by means of 
the furrouncing medium, being diflipared 
by profute per{p'ration, or by fome other 
hiving procels, «f which peripiration is a 
concomitant effect. “In fever this is 
prevenred, for the peculiar debility in- 
duced by the remove caufle ocesfisns or is 
atteaced by atpalm or morbid itricture of 
the capiilaies of the turface and of the 
fkinitteit, by which the infenfible perfpira- 
tion is prevented from increafing in pro- 
priaonto the heat, and the fenible ver. 
ipiration is obftiucted.”” Hence the dif- 
ficusty of reducing the heat in fevers the 
reduction of which, m reover, is at- 
tended with hazard, fince the patient can- 
not w general bear the continual expofine 
toexterng! cold neceflury for this Purpote ;

In any Con’ inued 
application of cold, therefore, care mut 
be taken to keep it within the limits 
in which it is grateful to the fenfations : 
here it is advantageous ; bet though i 
nio ‘erates te-action, it does not in generil 
remove the fpafm on the capillaries, of 
break the affociation or habit by which 
fever is prolonged. This is effeted by 
the fudden affulion of cold water over the 
naked body.’ Dr. Currie thus cxplaing 
the mode of its operation :—* The fud. 
den, general, and powertul ftimulus given 
to the fyftem diffolves the fpafas on the 
extreme veflels of the furface, and of the 
various cavities of the body: the fudden 
and general evaporation carries off a large 
portion of the morbid heat accumulated 
under the fkin, and the healthy action of 
the capillaries and exhalents being reftor- 
ed, the remaining fuperfluous heat pales 
off by fenfible and infenfible perfpiration, 
The ttimulus of morbid heat and of mor. 
bid ftri€tu:e being removed, the morbid 
affociation feems alfo to be broken by the 
fudden and powerful impreffion on the 
fenfations. In fa&t, the inordinate ation 
of the heart and arteries fubfides, and the 
harafled and toil-worn patient finks ito 
that peaceful fleep wh ch nature has pro- 
vided as the folace cf our pains and ‘or 
rows, and the reftorer of our ftrength.” — 
Since the publication of the former edi- 
tion of Dr. Currie’s work, the practice ¢ 
affufi n has been extended throughout the 
empire ; its efficacy has been — 
in tome ftages of the dileale from whic 
Dr. Currie had originally proferited :

Io the eighth chapter, Dr. Currie has 
given the particulars of a cafe of this de. 
icription, in which the cold affufion did 
not correipond with his former experience. 
The patiert felt the cold very acutely, but 
was not relieved ; his pulfe did not dimi- 
nith in frequency ; his heat (which was 
107°, the bulb of the thermometer bein 
placed under the tongue) fubiided very 
little, and that for a few minutes only ; 
neither diapborefis nor fleep followed.— 
Reafoning upon this cafe, Dr. Currie had 

rohibited affuions, even though the heat 
fhould indicate its ufe, if this fenfibility 
of the furface to impreflions of cold were 
prefen’ 

A cafe, however, extremely refembling 
that mentioned by Dr. Currie, in his 
eighth chapter, occurred in the year 1802 
to Mr. Dalrymple, of Norwich. The 
ufual remedies had been employed, and 
the patient grew obvicufly and rapidly 
worie. As two inftances of fever had be- 
fore come under Mr. Dalrymple’s care, 
and terminated fatally, in which the con- 
comiant fymptoms were nearly fimiiar to 
thofe in the prefent inftance, he dete: mined 
to try the affufion of cold water, notwith- 
flanding the difcouragement which Dr. 
Curtie’s cafe, related in the eighth chap- 
ter, prefented. ** [ confidered the ufe of 
it (!ays Mr. Dalrymple) in the light of a 
mete experiment, rendered juftifiable by 
the probable failure of all other remedies, 
and by the fafety with which I knew from 
€xperience it might be made. The refult 
was eminently fuccefsful, and Mr. Dal- 
rymple fent the particulars of this cafe, 
amply and very clearly detailed, to Dr. 
Currie, who has inferted it in his work, 
and exprefled a hope that futuré experi- 
ence may eftablifh the fafety of ufing the 
cold affufions in fimilar fituations ; and 
that one of the reftriions which he had 
beea induced to lay down, may be modi- 
fied cr entirely removed. The eftablith- 
ment of Mr. Dalrymple’s practice would 
make it unneceflary to attend to the fenia- 
tions of the patient, and the rules for 
wing the affulion would be rendered more 

imple and precife. We cannot detail 
this cafe ; but as Dr. Currie confiders it 
~s very important one, it may be well to 
Notice fome tew of its particulars. James 

‘ney (aged fixteen) was feized on the 
31ft of January, 1802, with a very violent 
and long continued fhivering-ft, which 
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was quickly fucceeded by a greatly im. 
creafed flate of histemperature. The or- 
dinary fymptoms and appearances of ty. 
phus followed, except that the heat of the 
patient, until the 6th of February, had 
been uniformly moderate and natural.— 
The tenderneis cof his furface, however, 
had become fo great, that, when the hand 
was pafled under the bed-clothes in order 
to afcertain the ftate of his pulfe, he 
{creamed difmally from a dread of the pain 
he expeéted to fuffer from the touch. On 
the morning of the 6th, the thermometer, 
applied to the axilla, rofe to 104°; the 
patient’s hearing had become fo exceed- 
ingly acute, that he was incommoded by 
noifes which were {carcely perceived by 
others : his fight was alfo greatly quick. 
encd. ‘* He was fretful and retrattory, 
talked fometimes calmly, at cther times 
very wildly, was extremely reftlefs in his 
bed, anfwered fometimes prematurely, 
conftantly with eagernefs, to fuch quef- 
tions concerning him as were afked of the 
nurfe.”* 

Mr. Dalrymple gave him cold acida- 
lous drinks, which he eagerly called for 
and largely drank ; he ordered his body 
to be frequently fponged with a mixture 
of cold vinegar and water; but the pa- 
tient difliked this procefs, and conftantly 
oppofed it; for although he was much 
diftrefled by a _ ot burning heat, he 
was fo appiehenfive of the effects of a 
cold air upon his fkin, that he was conti- 
nually collecting the bed-clothes together 
and wrapping them clofe around him. 
“ Ateight o'clock of the fame evening I 
repeated my vilit to him (jays Mr. Dal- 
rymple), and entering hs room, I found 
him fictsng up ia his bed, talking and fing- 
ing loudly and delirioufly ; he anfwered 
rationally, however, to fome queltions 
that were put to him, complained heavily 
of his head, and of the aclion of the 
lighted candie upon his eyes ; his pulfe 
was 1203 hi» heat increafed to 108°; his 
{kin felt parched and dry, and the crufton 
his tongne was of a dark brown hue.” — 
Under thefe circumitances Mr. Dalrymple 
determined to try the cold affufion, a re- 
medy which he had been hitherto deter- 
red from employing, trom the moderate 
ftate of his patient's animal heat. A 
pail-fuil of cold water was haftily poured 
over his naked body. ‘* The fhock (/ays 
Mr. Dairymple) was unexpeSied and fe- 
vere : he ftarted from his feat as the wa- 
ter was falling upon-him, and end: avour- 
ed to make his elicape ; tut being re- 
ftrained, he wrung his hards ard wept 
bitterly, and earneitly ineated he — 
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be permitted to revurn to his room.— 
Wrapped in a waimed blanket, he was 
conveyed back to his bed, Ina few mi- 
putes afterwards his pulie was ¢xamined- 
end found to best 100 ftrokes in a mi- 
nu'ie 5 his heat (which an accident pre- 
vented me from accurately meafurinz) 
was molt fenhbly diminifhed ; his ming 
became calm and clear; he expreficd a 
teehing of regret for the trouble he ecca. 
foned to thote about him ; drank a glafs 
of warm wire and water, and in about 
half en hour he funk into a deep fl‘ev, in 
wich he continued nearly eigh: honrs.”’ 
The patient, with a few flight checks and 
Iiterrupiions, eventually recoverrd his 
ordinary (tate of heal hb. 

Vais is altogether a very curious and im- 
portant caie; and, as Dr. Currie obferves, 
Hf, on repeated trials, the pra€tice of Mr, 
Dalrymple is chabiithed, the rules ter the 
ule of cold affubon will be rendered more 
fimple and precife. 

Inthe ficend velume, Dr. Currie has 
velated a preat varicty of cales in which 
the cold and tepid atfution have been fuc 
cefstuly emploved in the j¢crlatiza angi- 
wefa,* this difcale brcke our at Liverpuol 
wth great virulence in the fummer of 
3803, and gave Dr. Currie abundant op- 
portumities io decide on the eliicacy of af- 
fefion as a remedy. Two of his own 
children were ieizei with it, both boys, 
one five, and the other three years old-— 
The heat rofe in the ekiel%t boy to 1099, 
an the youngeit to 108%, and the pulte in 
each was upwardsoftso! It mut have 
b.en with a degree of anxiety which no 
oue but a parent can feel, that Dr. Currie 
thot himielf up with thee objedts of his 
affection 3 as Joon asthe ‘enlation of heat 
was fleady in each, the chiki was (ripped; 
“in thirty-two hours, the firit had the af- 
fulion fourteen times ; eight times cold, 
rw.ce cool, and four times tepid. Twelve 
affuhons tuiiced in the cale of the youngett, 
ot which feven were cold.” The fever in 
boh was completely fabdued; on the 
morn ng of the third day they were evi- 
dentiy fate ; and on the morning of the 
ath day they were both convalefcent.

reiect the vaccine inoculation, becaule one 
{ubject in fifteen times fifteen or twenty 
thoufand was unfortunate enough to re- 
ceive the {mall-pox after vaccination.

pultules. Ali have efcaped unhurt, ex- 
cept at the fight of the chafly objec. A 
great number of thefe hod been inoculat- 
ed fix years ago. Phipps too, the boy on 
whom I made the firft trial, move than 
“pit years ago, has again been put to 
the telt with impunity.’

Dr. Bosrock, of Liverpool, has pub.

Boftock gives an account of the varians 
orgaas which unite to perform their func- 
tions; the lungs, the trachea, with ite 
Various ramifications, the pulmonary iyi- 
tem of fanguiferous veflels, and the dia- 
phragm. He then wrea’s of the mecha 
nifin of refpiration, which conhids in the 
reception and emiiion cf air into, and 
out of the branchial veflels of the lungs, 
by means of the alternate eslargement and 
contraGicn of the cavity of the thorax. 
He then erters into an enquiry concen. 
ing the bulk of a fingle retpiration, and 
the capacity of the thorax in its dittereot 
fiatesof dittenfion. The cauleof the tit 
infpiration, and of the aternation of in- 
fpiration and expiration, is atterwards 
conidered,

ject ; Spallanzani, one of the moft labo- 
rious and accurate experimentalifts that 
ever explored the fecrets of nature, has 
extended his phyfivlogical enquiries con- 
cerning refoiration to the whole animal 
creation. His pian for the examination 
of this important function in the animal 
economy, was very extenfive, and pro- 
mifes to put the world in poffeffion of a 
great many curious faéls. In the execu- 
tion of it, he propo’es to examine thefe 
four principal points: “ 1. The refpira- 
tion in the fix clafles of animals, begin- 
ning with the lowefl, and gradually 
afcending to the higheft, which compre- 
hends the mammalia, and, confequently, 
manhimfelf. 2. The refpiration in thofe 
animals rendered torpid by cold. It is 
well known, that the air is deteriorated 
by refpiration; but how is this deteriora- 
tion produced by the agency of thofe ani- 
mals which do not refpire, or are defti- 
tute of refpiratory organs, of which there 
are a very gieat number? 35. 1 have 
been led, in the courfe of thefe inveftiga. 
tions, to endeavour to difcover, if the 
fkin of thofe animals which are not pof 
feffed of refpiratory organs, produce the 
fame alteration in the furrovnding air. 
4. Finally, having obferved thar the air, 
in which the animals were clofely cone 
fined, became vitiated, I conceived it ne- 
ceflary to alcertain if their dead bodies 
produced the fame cffe&s.”” 

Spallanzani, therefore, begins with the 
clais of worms. He performed feveral 
curious experiments, to afcertain the na- 
ture and effects of refpiration in a variety 
of land and aquatic {nails. The clafs of 
infects next engaged his attention; and 
be examined the functions of refpiration 
in them (cfpecially in thofe which are fub- 
je&t to transformation), under all their 
changes, and in their different fituations. 
The fithts, ampbhibia, birds, and mam. 
malia, tollow in their order. The author 
makes mary interefting obfervations on 
the refpiration of each particular clafs, 
and points out feveral ditlin@tions be- 
tween the different claffes which were un- 
known to the ancient naturalifis. 

The three memoirs which are here of- 
fered to the public, contain but a {mall 
part of the ytan of the author. They 
are only occupied with a detail of the exe 
periments performed on the terrestrial and 
aquatic {naiis. The whole, however, we 

are informed, was complcted by the au- 
thor before he died, but found to be a 
work of too great magnitude to be pub- 
lithed by his relaiions in the Italian lan- 
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guage. Spallanzani himfelf hag 
fenfible of this difficulty, and had, then 
fore, accepted, with thanks, an offer mss 
by his friend Senebier, to tranflate rn 
whole into French, from the original a 
nufcript. A confiderable delay and dif. 
culty took place by the death of Spallac. 
zani; but M. Senebier confidered his 
promife as facred, and, therefore, not to 
be annulled by the death of his friend, He 
fent notice to thofe relations of Spallan. 
zani, who had the pofleffion of his mano- 
{cripts, that he was ready to perform tis 
engagement ; but the three following me. 
moirs only have been as yet fent to bin, 
Thefe contain a great variety of eXpet: 
ments upon the funétions of refpiration, 
in fome jand and water {nails, which con. 
clude the author’s obfervations on the 
clafs of worms.

Two or three fke'ches of the “ Life’ 
of that great philofopher, and very excel- 
lent man, Dr. PritsTLEY, have been offer- 
ed to the public, but not one of fufficient 
intereft to be mentioned in this place. 

We are exceedingly happy to fee pub- 
lithed a new edition, in two o&tavo vo- 
lumes, of ** Memoirs of the Life of Git- 
BERT WAKEFIELD,” written by himfelf, 
wth his lateft corrections, and notes by 
the editor ; to which is fubjoined an ap- 
pendix of original lettcrs. The firt vo. 
lume confilts of the memoirs of Mr. 
Wakefield, confiderably altered and 
amended, written by himfelf, down to the 
year 1792, and of Ietvers to his friends. 
The tecond volume confifts of a continu.

friends ; and an appendix, containing his

Wakefield, the one by Dr. Parr, and the 
other by “a Clergyman of the Church of 
England.”

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of a mafter. Indeed, we do not recolle& 
any volume in which the modern fafhions 
and manners of the Parifians are’ more 
happily delineated.

A very curious account is given in the 
third volume of an impottor who has made 
confiderable noile in France, by pretend. 
ing to be the fon of the unhappy Louis 
XVI. He is the fon of a taylor at St. 
Loo 3; ranitrom his father three or four 
times, and ingiatiated himlelf, into diffe. 
rent opulent families as the relation of 
various pe:fonages of high rank, reduced 
to poverty by the revolution. The idea 
of afluming the title of the murdered Dau- 
phin appears from this account to have 
been fuggeited to him by the populace at 
Chalons, where he was impriloned asa 
vagran’, and where, from the gravity, hau- 
teur, and mytterioufneis of his deport- 
ment, as weil as froin a ttrong perfonal 
refemblance, it appears to have been infers 
red, that he could be no other than the 
Dauphin himfJf! This vagabond taylor 
has been in various prifons, and every 
where, from the credulity and infatuation 
of the people, fared in the moft fumptuous 
manner. Every day his table was ferved 
with the moft juxurious viands, and even 
his jailors have been awed into the pro- 
founde:t reverence by the belicf that their 
ifoner was the fon of the latt and beft- 
belove1 of ‘heir Kings.

Moft of the writers of antiquity have 
mentioned the Gauls, and confidered 
them asa brave and warlike race ; yet 
they have told us but little of their man- 
ners, and cuttoms. ‘The modern authors 
who have treated on thele fubjects, are 
Mezerai, Lauteau, Pelloutier, du Buat, 
and le Brigant ; but it ftill remained to 
write a hiilory of France anterior to its 
conquelt bv the Franks, towards the mid- 
dle ot the fifteenth century. 

This tak is now undertaken by M. 
Picot, who has divided his work into two 
parts. The firft is purely hiftorical ; while 
the fecond is dettined to reprefent the pri- 
vate and pubiic life of the Gauls ; to detail 
their phyfical and moral qualities, their 
ufagesy laws, religion, opinions, language, 
the nature of their foil and terriiory, &c. 
A variety of fyftems have been adopted 





: relative to the origin of the Gauls. Some 
‘ grave authors have aftually endeavoured 
i to point out ‘which of the chidren of Noah 
4 toeir progeni'or, and in their reveries 
: xed on the individual with no common 
; thare of difcrimination. M. Picot, on the 
, contrary, is content with detailing the opi 


bions of others without prefuming to. add 
his own to the catalogue. 

But little certain is known of this peo- 
ple, until the epoch when a colony of Pho. 
cxans eltablithed themfelves, at the piace 
how known by the name of Marieiiles, 
aout fix hurdred years anterior to the 
epoch of Jelus Chrift, and founded that 
city, Nearly at the fame time, a Gallick 
chief, called Sigovefus, at the head of 
150,000 men, made an irruption inzo Pan- 
honta, (now known by the appellation of 
Hungas y) penetrated as far as Greece; 
~ after a variety of good and bad 
“rtune, formed eftablifhments ip Thrace 


aad Afia, 
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Another body equally confiderable, 
crofied the Alps, under the orders of Bel- 
lovefus, and in the heart of Italy, laid the 
foundation of that nation, which the Ro- 
mans called the Cilalpine Gauls, and 
which Marcellus either exterminated or 
expelled a few centuries afterwards. One 
of the French writers has obferved on this 
occafion, that Italy has avenged herfelf 
for all the evils conferred on her by France, 
ard quotes Marcellus who exterminated 
them, Mazarin who governed them with 
cruelty and injuffice, together with an 
hundred fimilar inftane<s. 

From the expedition of Bellovefus until 
the famous invafion and capture of Rome 
by Brennus, but little certain is known ; 
puts pofterior to this, the Gauls a&ed fuch 

confpicuous part in the annals of Rome, 
that the indufrious hittorian is cabled to 
offer a varity of interetti:.g facts relative to 
the ftruggles for their independence, the irk 
conquelts of the Rornans, the victories of 
Celar, and finally the invafion of thofe 
Germans called Franks, who re-plunged 
into barbarity a province which the inha- 
bitants of Iraly had civilized. It is here, 
properly fpeaking, we are to difcover the 
origin of the prefent French nation, 
which proceeds from an admixture of the 
Gauls and Celts with the Germans and 
Italians, but appears to have retained more 
charateriftic traits of the Gauls, than of 
the Franks, or Itatians. 

“© The Gauls,’’ fays our author, ‘* were 
fickle, inquifitive to excefs, unfteady in 
their courcils and fond of novelties. They 
often aflembled in confequence of vague 
rumours; and decided publicly, and with 

recipitation, on the moft important affairs. 
It accordingly happened, not unfrequently, 


that after fuch inconfideraie dectho-s, 


they repented of their conduct, when it 
was too late to remedy their errors. 

“ They were ariogant, # hen, favoured by 
fortune, they had acquired the fuperority 5 
on the contrary, they fell invo the mot 
bitter defpa:r, whenever they were van- 
quithed. The Gau's, during the Macedo- 
nian war, without any ceremony pillaged 
the tombs of the kings, and carried away 
the treafures contained in them; they 
were not reftrained by the confiteration, 
that thefe fepulchres were confidered by 
the people as facred an! inviolable aly- 
lums ; while, on the contrary, they them- 
felyes were fuperftitious to an exce!s.

‘] heir manners in private life were thofe 
of a favage race, that had attained a cer- 
tain degree cf civilization, with fome rude 
knowledge of agriculture, and a certain 
degreeof vefpect for property. Gaul it-elf 
was partitioned into a great number of fe- 
parate ftates, fome of them monarchies, 
cthers ariftceracies, united folely by com- 
mon cuftoms, and a feeble political con- 
nection.

M. Chantreau confiders hifory as a 
fcience, and he attributes our ignorance 
in ref{peé to this fpecies of human know- 
ledg-, to the puerile method adopted in 
our public fchools, He maintains that 
hifory ought to be preceded by prepara- 
tory ftudies, and that “ the finctuary of 
truth ought only to beopencd to the initi- 
ated, who have gone through the prefcrib- 
ed trial, until which period, they are to 
await in the periftyle of the temple.” He 
complains, that thofe entruited to teach 
hiftory are not fufficiently methodical, in 
confequence of which, pupils in generat 
do not reap all the advantege, of which 
they are capable. ‘ We have remaiked,” 
adds he, ** that while fixing the attention

of years; neither of thefe, however, is 
favery ; for no man has a right to dil- 
pole of himfelf as a flave, the bargain 
being unequal, as the flave gives away 
every thing, and referves nothing to him- 
felf but the hopes of food, even of which 
he is mot certain. 

Notwithtanding this, he declines to 
difculs the queftion relative to the flavery 
of negroes, as too delicate! What, in 
France, where flavery of all! kinds beth 
feudal and colonial were annihilated by 
law? It as pretty obvious, however, 
that he inclines towards the atirmative of 
the propofition, as may be deduced from 
the following reply of the Divan of Al- 
giers, when the Puritans of a former pe- 
riod applied for the releafe of certain cap- 
lives, and a defitance from robbery : 
“ the doctrine that the pillage and flavery 
of the Chriftians are unjult, appears to be 
at leat problematical ; but the intere% of 
the fate is clear, and therefore the pofiiion 
ought to be rejected.” 

_It is but juttice, however, to obferve, 
that he is decifively of opinion, that a 
child cannot be born a flave, and ihat a 
whole people need not fulyit to fervitude, 
even if they are reduced to it, as they pof- 
feis the right to withdraw themicelves, 
whenever an Opportunity may occur.

M. Ragountau, like moft of thofe who 
have preceded hiin, in the fame purfut, 
profefies that it is his principal aim to in- 
quire, ** how t&r man cin be confidered 
free in a ftate of focitety?”?

without either medicine or a phyfician! 
His wonderful fuccefs has, of courte, ex- 
cited again him a nomber of enemies 
among the interefted clats of furgeons, 
apothecaries, and phylicians 5 bue ** the 
practice and experience of half a centary, 
added to a mode of treatment c nftantly 
crowned with the moft brilliant tuccets, 
is the reply that he will condelcend to 
make.”’ ; 

He tells us that he is now 77 years of

Noiwithtanding this, ‘ his enemies 
have audacioufly maimtained, that he has 
bees fome time cead, and, like the fick 
licn in the fable, every afs attempts to 
kick him; bar hts friends and ali thofe 
whom he daily cures, are we!l aware that 
he is alive; and, indeed, he has refored 
too many of the fick to health, and afford-

adds he, *¢ which prefent wore riches, or 
nmaffles more admirably proportioned, than 
thofe to he met with in the neighbour 
hood of Beauvais.” 

The town itlelf, we are told, contains 
12,292 Inhabitants; it is one of the mo 
ancient witlin the cerritorics cf the Re- 
public, in refpect to manufastures and 
commerce. No {pecies. of lixury what- 
ever reigns there, although the inhabi- 
tants in general enjoy a certain degree of 
eale, the fruit of thew former induttry, as 
well as of their habitual moderation. The 
manners of the people, notwithitanding 
the vicinity of Paris, are rsprefented as 
exactly fimilar to thofe of the natives of 
Flanders ; and in contequince of their fe. 
dentary and uniform kind of life, their love 
of fcandal has Jong been proverbial. Al- 
thougna catholic town, the practices of 
paganifin are not wholly deltroyed, for 
many veftiges fill remain, fuch as their 
public feftivals, the entertainments given 
at funerals, marriages, &c. 

This place, like Amiens, was formers 
ly famous for its manufacture of wo tien 
cloth, and fo early as the year 800, full- 
ing mills were eftabliihed there. The re- 
volution, howevir, proved fatal to this 
article of trade; but there are at this mo- 
ment, no lefs than eight mann actories of 
printed cailicoes, which employ near nine 
hundred Jabourers, and trade to the annual 
amount of move than a million and a half 
of livres. The tapeftry wo ked there was 
long famous, and M. Laronde, the pre- 
fent fuperintendent, is famous for his ex- 
cellence in mingling the various thades. 

The town ot Sonzeons, is famous tor 
sts manufacture of the ipectacle and other 
olafies, but the workmen do not gain 
above a fiank (about mine-pence halt- 
penny) a day, end foine of them are oc- 
cupied, during a portion of the year, im 
rural employments. By the ail of an ine 
eenicus contrivance, communicated by 
the Prefect, the polifhers can now finith 
fourteen glafies at a time, with the fame 
eafe they formerly did one, and women, 
and even little children, are now employed 
in mounting tpectacles, &2. in whale- 
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The foil is not naturally fertile, but, 
hy the induftry of the farmers, wheat, 
rye, barley, oats, peafe, wister and {pring 
vetches, lentils, and buck-wheat, are all 
railed ; but barley is the moft profitable. 
Jn the courfe of the jaft twenty years, ar- 
tificial meadows, plantations of appies and 
pears, &c. have been introduced. The 
number of cattle has alfo been greatly in- 
crealed, and one perion only, pofiefies a 
flock of near 400 fheep, which have been 
croiled by Spanith rams. 

The village of Merce fuinithes Paris, 
and all France, with wood tor fans, to 
the amount, we are aifured, of a million of 
livres a year ; fome of the workmen gain 
five liviesaday. Savigries is famous for 
its potteries, and, if we are to give credit 
tc the account now before us, this portion 
of France has profited not a little by the 
revolution.

The author fuppotes the Czar Peter the 
Great to have been infruGed in the {ci- 
ence of war, the caufes of the great revo. 
Jutions of nature, and the knowledge of 
thofe arts which conftitute the exrernal 
power and riches of nations. He imagines 
him after this to be defirous of difcovering 
what conflitutes the happinels, the internal 
fecurity, and real fuperiority cf a people, 
as well as the true glory aad folidity of a 
government. This fecret is contained in 
a fingle magical word, ¢“ Liberty ;”* and 
iis to an abfolute monarch that he re- 
commends thole very laws and inititutions 
which bridle defpotitm. He accordingly 
firft traces the hifiory of hberty on earth, 

which he confiders as ancient as that of 
the world, and then, per lonitying it, makes 
the Goddefs the guide and initruétor of 
the Ruffian hero :—

Nice, its capital, whence it alfo derives

titude, reckoning from the meridian of 
Paris, ‘Ibe climate has always been co. 
fidered as admirable; valetudinarians have 
confequently flocked to it from all parts 
of Europe. The population, at the en 
trance of the French, is eftimated 2 
24,000 inhabitants; while thar of th: 
reit of the teritory is only reckoned 2 
15,000. 

Tie thermometer, at Nice, when com. 
pared with that of Paris, ts found to es 
hibit feven degrees lefs of cold.

G-neral Anfelme, and replaced him, pra- 
vifionaily, by Brunet; a fhort rime after, 
General Biron allumed the command of 
the army ot the Var, henceforth known 
only by the name of the Army of Iraly 5 
while the advanced guard, which had 
bees exceedingly harroffed, was’ relieved 
by the gariifin of Antibes, ano; eration 
that prevented a multitude of m:Jadies. 

It wes alfo in December, thit Rear 
Admiral Latauche, having been invefed 
with the command of ten ihips of the Jine, 
belonging tothe Mediterrancan-fieet, are 
rived betore Naples, on the 16th, and ob- 
tained, from the King of the Two Sicilies, 
‘the mo$ folemn reparation for his pat, 
and the moti fitis'actory affurinces rela- 
tive to his future conduct, which oucht 
to have been the pledge et a more durable 
peace.” 

On the Sch of January, 1793, feveral 
battalions of volunteers united uncer the 
name of the Phalanx of Marieilies, and, 
commanded by General Hilsire-Cnanvert, 
embarked at Villefranche, on board the 
tranfports, under c nvoy of the fhips of 
war, and fiiled for Cortrea; there, being 
joined to the troops of the line, they 
tormed an army of about 6000 men, del- 
tined, under the orders of General Cala- 
bianca, to make a decent on Sardinia, in 
conjunction with a tqualron commanded 
by Rear Admiral Truguet. This union 
having heen effected in the Gulf of Cag- 
liari. ‘after tome delay, oceafioned by bad 
weather, at the beginning of February, 
a landing was effected on the 14th, under 
the protection of three frigates. 

‘Jt is a faét well known to every one 
at this period, that fucha diforder tcok 
place among our columns, that they rect 
procally fired on each other, in the dark, 
while the fea having becom tempelt uous 
atter the debarkation, prevented any ; ro~ 
vifions or other receflaries from being 
procure from the fquactron 5 foo. eniy 
had been landed tufficient tor thire d 
confunption; the troops were deftirute of 
tents, and al! the neceflary implements tor 
an encampment ; in addition to this, a 
divifion, intended to co-operate with the 
main body, was entirely infu ted, and 
incapable of ei:her giving of receiving 
fuccour. - 

“© The temneft increafed to fuch a de- 
gree, that ten of the fix'een tran{perts 
were in the utmot danger ef perifl 
while three frig’tes were either difmatted 
or completely difabled. ‘The {hip of war 
called the Leopard ran aground ; the 

reater part of the fhallops, boats, and 
yawis, belonging to the fquadron were 
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loft; two large veffels, alfo, were forced 
on fhore, and immediately burnt by the 
Sardinians, who either drowned or maffa- 
ered the crews, without fhewing them 
any mercy whatfoever.”” In fhort, * thefe 
adverfe and unfortunate events forced us 
to renounce an expedition, againft the 
juccefs of which all the elements appear 
to have con{pired ; and, on the rgth and 
zoth, the troops were, atlengih, re-im- 
barked, after having !foft three hundred 
mn by fatigue, cold, hunger, fire, and 
fword.”” 

While the French were thus forced to 
abandon the conquef cf Sardinia, a bod 
of Auttro-Sardinians, which had me. 
naced Nice, was attacked at Sofpello, 
and driven back, after an obftinate de- 
fence. On the 18th, the Republican Ge- 
neral attacked all the forts of the enemy, 
with an intention to drive them from the 
county of Nice. On the fame day the 
heights of Col de N-gro, Tourette, Re- 
vel, Teudon, Luceran, and Villao, were 
taken poffeffion of ; and the army having 
continued its march, chafed the enemy 
from fort to fort, until it had arrived on 
the banks of the Vefubia; forcing them, 
at the fame time, to evacuate Lantoufca. 
On the 2d of March the fort of Belve- 
dera forrendered, in addition to which, 
the Sardinians were driven from Notre 
Dame des Miracles, and Utel. 

A proclamation from the commiffioners 


.of the National Convention, dated March 


7» 1793, announced the decree which 
pronounced the re-union of the county of 
Nice, and the principality of Monaco, 
under the name of the department of the 
Maritime Alps. This latter ftate, fitu- 
ate tothe eaft, and at four leagues (one 
myriametie 78 centimetres) from Nice, 
is about two leagues in length, and about 
three quarters of a league in breadth (89 
centiemes demyriametres fur 33 centie- 
mes). It includes two towns, Monaco, 
Menton, and the village of Roquebrune. 
Its population amounts to about 7000 
inhabitants. Monaco, defignated among 
the ancients by the name of Portus Her- 
culis Moneci, is a little, agreeable for- 
tified town, 
amoun's to 1200 inhabitants. It is buile 
upon a rock, which advances into, and is 
almoft furrounded by, the fea. Expofed 
to all the winds which difpute the empire 
of the ocean, it is, nevertheleis, thelter- 
ed, towards the north, by the mountain 
and village of Turbia, where are ftill to 

e feen the cuins of a triumphal arch, 
eve&ted in honour of Augufus.

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‘© France commenced the war in a bril- 
liant manner, during th: campaign of 
1758, partly by the victory obtained by 
the fleet under. Gallifioniere over that of 
Admiral Byng, and partly by the caprure 
of Minorca; but thele were the only fuc- 
ccfles gained over the Engiihh, during the 
who'e continuance of hottilities. 

“ Frederic, having received information 
that an offenfive league had been entered 
into between the Courts of Vienna, Pe- 
terfburg and Drefilen, determined to an- 
tcipate their projets. He acendingly 
feli upon Saxony, which was not ttrong 
enough to refit him, made the whole army 
of the electorate prifoners of war, drove 
the Elcetcr himfelf from his capitol, and 
forced him to retire into his kingdom of 


Poland, where he found no manner of fuc- 


cour whatfoever. On this the Auiltrian 
troops were put in moticn, anda conti~ 
nental war once more took place. 

“Tn 1757» France fent an army in'o 
Germany, to which was joined that of 
fuck of the circl s as had declared for the 
head of the empire, againit the King of 
Proffia. Ruffia alfo appeared during this 
campaign on the theatre of war, and Fre- 
deric found himfelf alone, having to op- 
pofe all the forces of the powers of Auls 
tria, France, Ruffia, Sweden, and a 
moiety of the Empire.” 

Such is the account of the caufes that 
led to the Seven Years’ War, according ta 
M. de Retzon, who accompanied his fa- 
ther, General Retzon, into the field. Two 
hiftories of it had been publifhed long be- 
fore; one by M. Tempelhof, and the 
other by M. Dé:rchenholtz 5 but our alle 
thor promifcs, in the courle of his work, 
“to lift up part of the veil, which his 
predeceflors have been induced, at times, 
to throw over the pifure.” Although 
the King of Pruffia is allowed to hive 
acted the principal charaéter in the drama, 
yet he is not here flattered The capricey 
the harfline‘s, and fometimes the precipi- 
tation of his charaéter, are frankly avow- 
ed; but even making ample allowance 
for thefe faults, our author fill depiéts 
him as the hero of his own and of every 
age. 
In the courfe of this war, he was feve- 
ral times on the eve of ruin. Alter the 
battle of Kollin (June 18, 1757) which 
was gained by Gereral Daun, the po- 
ftion aflumed by the King was deiperate, 
and he himfelf was fo fenfidle of ir, that 
he had formed the defign of putting aa 
end to his life ; he wrote to this purpofe 
to the Margravine of Barcath, his ag > 
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he even addreffed an epifile to Voltaire, 
wlich conclused with the following 
lines :

At the battle of Cunnerfdorf, in which 
he contended againft the Ruffians and 
Aulttrians, commanded by Sottikow and 
Loudchn, (Auguft 12, 1759) and which 
he loft by his own fault, he appeared but 
little defirous to furvive that misfortune, 
and was accuftomed to afk, during the 
moments of defpair, why fome fortunate 
ballet would not releafe him from his 
fituation? After having had two horfts 
killed under him, and receiving a fhot in 
his clohes, he obfinately per fitted in re- 
maining on the field of battie, and that 
too in the very place where the fire was 
hottett ; nor could he be prevailed upon 
to retire by any means, that his own 
aides-du camp were, at length, torecd to 
drag him from the fatal fi:ld. In the fol- 
lowing campaign (that of 1760), the Ruf 
fiaus feized on Berlin, and laid the whabi- 
tants under contitbution. | 

At length, however, fortune changed, 
for no fooner had Pope Clement XIII. 
eonceived the sidiculous mummery ot pre- 
fenting Marfhal Daun with a coafecrated 
fword, and a cap filled with Agnus Dei, 
than the fuperior genius and talents of the 
King gained a decided afcendancy over 
his confederated enemies. Thefe were 
forced, partly by his unthaken conftancy, 
and partly by a fage adminiftration of his 
finances, to fubmit to the law which he 
himlelf was pleafed to diftate. He ac- 
cordingly re-entered his capital in triumph, 
and foon made its citizens participate in 
all the advantages of peace, while the 
powers who had coafpired to ruin him, 
continued for many years to languith 
under the wounds which they themifelves 
hed occafi ned.

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The Trans-Atlantic continent, relative 
to an interefting portion of which, he 
now prefents us a detailed account of the 
climate, foil, &c. is pregnant with mates 
rials for the hiftorian, the philofopher, and 
the naturaljft, Invited by a prolific foil, 
a temperate government, excellent laws, 
and a variety of fortunate circumitances 
to afpire to the moft unbounded pro{pe. 
rity, all Europe naturally turns its eyes toe 
wards this rifling empire, and is eager to 
become acquainted with its prefeut fitua- 
tion and its future defliny. 

The author in his Preface ftates the 
difpoiition of mind in which he com- 
menced his voyage to the United States, 
It appears to have been tar different trom 
what it was when he undertook to viiit 
Egypt and Syria. The hopes and pro- 
jects of youth had evaporated, and he had 
been difgufted with many of the {cenes 
that tock place during the latter portion 
of the French revolution. In America, 
he hoped to find a happy afylum among 
the genuine fons of freedom: but there, 
too, he has been in fome neafure dilap- 
pointed ; for although he pays many 
compiiments to the good qualities of the 
natives, he does not think che country the 
moft agreeable for thofe who have con- 
tracted the manners, habits, and culloms 
of France. In particular, he conhdeis 
the climate as unfavourable ; and his ob- 
fervations are fupported by fo many tacts, 
that this part of his reafoning ‘ecms con. 
cutive. ; 

The firft chapter is occupied with a 
geographical deicrip tion cf the United 
States, bounded, on the ealt, by the At- 
lantic Ocean; on the fouth, by the Gul, h 
of Mexico, and the Wett Indian Sea; on 
the welt, by the Miiiffippi 5 ard, on the 
north, by Canada, and the five great likes. 
This fpace occupies a portion of the 
world, eftimated by Hutchins, at 112,000 
fquare miles, accorncing tothe old landard 
ot France. Altnough ths is alowed to 
be an exaggeration by Volney, he conti- 
ders it, however, #s being much more 
thin double, in point of extent, to the 
whole territory of the French Republic. 

The popuiati.n has now become for- 
midable; yet, in 1735, the whole of this 
immenie track was inhabited by no mofe 


than 5,214,800 inhabitants. 

It is here remarked, that the embou- 
chure or mouth of the Miflifippr coi- 
cides, in an inverfe fen'e, with that of tie 
Nile; and thefe immente rivers are {rid 
to prefent phenomena, relative to their —- 
tilty and overflowing, nearly (Gimilar, 


Other marks of analogy are allo dife / 
vores 
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vered between different parts of America, 
and countries fituate nearly on the fame 
parallels, both in Europe and Afia. 

In the fecond chapter, we learn, that 
where the labour of man has not inter- 
fered to clear it, nearly the whole of the 
American territory is covered with impe- 
netrable forefts, which conceal the very 
foil, and prevent the traveller from pur- 
fuing his journey without immenfe labour. 
Volney oblerves “that the perfecuting 
fwarms of gad-fli'es, mulquitoes, and 
gnats, are enough to diflipate thofe charm- 
ing dreams which writers of romance fa- 
brieate in the great cities of Europe.” 

After this, he defcribes the northern 
pirts, which are the molt /ambrous, on ac- 
count of the fpecies of trees of which 
they confit. He obferves, that the chain 
of mountains which runs parallel to the 
fhore of the Atlantic, within a diftance of 
from twenty to fifty leagues, bends weft. 
wardly towards the Miffiffippi; and that 
from their fummits, defiend rivers, either 
in the form of cafcades or waterfalls, from 
29 to 240 feet high. He then follows 
them in their courfe, to their mouths, 
which refemble gu!phs; and having de- 
fcribed the comparatively {mall portion of 
territory which the hand of the cultivator 
has {natched from the ** univerfal foreft,”’ 
which ftill environs it, he proceeds as fol- 
lows : 

** Let us add to this, (continues he) a 
climate at once flormy and capricious ; 
the air, by turns, very humid and very 
dry, very foggy or very ferene, very hot 
or very cold ; fo variable, that in one and 
tic fame day, you are prefented with the 
hoar froft of Norway, the fcorching fun 
of Africa, with all the faur feafons of the 
year; and you will have an abridged 
poxiical defcription of the United States.” 

The objeét of the third chapter is, to 
de(cribe the general configuration and di- 
vilion of the country, together with the 
dieétion and diftribution of the rivers 
ard mountains. We fhall cnly menticn 
two obfervations under this head: the 
firft is, that in Kentucky many ftreams 
are become more abundant fince the 
woods have been cut down. This is at- 
tributed by our author to the immenfe 
beds of leaves, accumulated during the 
courfe of ages, under the trees, which 
hitherto prevented the rain from pene- 
trating into the bofom of the earth, and 
thus permitted it to, evaporate. The 
other is, that in Kentucky, and the Te- 
Pe'ce countiy, are immenfe bafons of 
soc he ‘ane paces deep, abounding with

which wander in the favannabs in the 
north of Mexico; this has enabled them 
to make their invafions in the fame mare 
ner as the Ahatic Tartars, and coni. 
quently with greater probability of fucces 
than any of the other Ametican Indiang, 
The internal ftructure of the foil, form 
the fubjeét of the fourth chapter, He 
divides the fundamental rocks of the 
United States into three principal {pecics, 
which are diftribured throughout the dit. 
ferent regions. The firlt confitts ot gra.

While depi&ting the manner in which 
the rivers originally pierced a way among 
the mountains to the fea, he gives a par- 
cular defcription of one of thefe, which 
appears to be the fame menticned by Mr. 
Jciterfon, in his Notes relative to Virginia. 
We are told, at the fame time, that the 
Preiident vever beheld it; he himflf hav- 
mig told Vulney in converiation, that he 
boirowed the account from a French en- 
sneer, who ferved in the army of the 
Vaited States duing the war that ended 
19 their independence. ; 

We next come to the water-falls or 

caicades, feveral of which are to be met 
with in Europe ; but thefe are, in no re- 
ipett, to be compared with thofe of Ame- 
Mea, ik point of fublimity.

oaks, and birches. 

It is ufual to contemplate this gtand 
fcene from onest the flanks, where a 
prominent rock commands the abyls bes 
low. But Volney chofe to delcend by 
means of trunks of trees drove into the 
precipice, which has affumed the name of 
Governor Simcoe’s ladder: but the wet 
produced by the f{pray, at the diitance of 
300 feet, having penetrated through his 
clothes, he foon after returned, having not 
yet recovered from a malignant fever, 
which he had been atiicted with at Fort 
Detroit. 

The three prevailing winds on the 
Trans-Atlantic continent are, the fouth- 
weft, the north-wei, and tHe north-eaft ;

THE DRAMA. 

« Pierre le Grand.”’—Peter the Great, 
a Tragedy in Five A&s, by M. Cak- 
RION-Nisas; reprefented for the firtt 
time at the French Theatre, 29th Floreal, 
year xii. 

The fubje& of this tragedy, a fon con- 
demned to death by order of his father, 38 
familiar to the French ftage, i having 
been already adopted both by Cainpitron, 

4 
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in his Andronic, and Voltaire, in his Bru- 
tus. 

In at I. Peter is reprefented not only 
as abfent, but, according to fome ac- 
counts, a prifoner to the Turks, and 
to others, dead. Akcxis alfo is at a dif- 
tance from the Court, having gone to leek 
an afylum with the Emperor of Germany, 
his father-in-law. In this pofition of af- 
fairs, the contpirators aflemble, and Gle- 
boff, a Ruffian Bifhop, who is the foul of 
the enterprize, expreffes a wih to com- 
mence the infurreétion without delay. At 
this critical moment Alexis unexpettedly 
makes his appearance, while a warrior ts 
at the fame time announced from the camp 
of the Czar. 

It appears in act IT. that this warrior 
$s no other than Menzikoff, who informs 
Lefort of the miraculous iffue of the cam- 

aign of Prath, and of the immediate ar- 
rival of the Emperor. The young Princes 
notwithitanding this, withes to ftrike a 

reat blow 3 but Glehoff, who had heard 
of the Czar’s arrival, adviles Alexis to 
defer his project, and feign acquiefcence. 

Peter himielf appears in act HII. He 
‘forms Lefort and Menzikoff of his inten- 
tion to crown Catharine ; after which he 
confults them relative to what ought to 
be done with his fon, Lefort propoles 
that he fhould be deprived of his right to 
the empire; while Menzikoff withed him 
to be confided to his care, on purpole te 
make war on the rebels of Veronez, under 
his infpecticn. The father contents ta 
the latter propofition, and informs Alexis 
of his refolution, who firtt advocates the 
caufe of the rebels, but yields at Taft in 

appearance to the intreaties of his father. 

In a@t IV. Peter places the cro»n on 
the head of Catharine. This ceremony 1S 
interrupted by the arrival of an officer, 
who had with fome difficulty prevented the 
Strelitzes from carrying away Eudoxiays 
the repudiated ¢ nfort of the Czar, and 
mother of Alexis, from the monattery in 
which fhe was con ned. He at the 
{ame time brings along with him one of 
the mott furious of the Strelirzes, whom 
he had made prifoner. On being ihtro- 
duced, he proves to be Alexis himielt, in 
difgui'e. He braves his father, menaces 
him, and defies his power 5 on which toe 
Emperor orders him to be tried tor his 
offences, while Catharine endeavours [o 
difpole her confort to clemency. In the 
mean time Lefort enters, and informs the 
Czar that the infurgents had once mere 
befieged the conven’, and d¢livered Eu- 
doxia, and that this Piincefa had pesithed 


during an engagement, he having at that 
moment 


aay 
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moment attacked the revolters. 
keaves the hall, in order to reduce them to 
obedience, 

AG V. Gleb fF now appears at the 
head of thofe Judges who are to fit in 
judgment on Alexis. The Emperor had 
conferred on him the dignity of patriarch, 
of which he was ambitious, but which he 
did not expect. This new favour had 
produced a fudden change in his ideas and 
way of thinking, and it was he who had 
cauied Eucoxia to be put to dcath, that 
fhe might not berray him. In the mean 
time the benigeant Catharine repairs to 
the Preiident, and being moved by a gene- 
rous fentimeni ot compaffion for her fon- 
in Jaw, withes him allo to intercede for 
the lite of Alesis. He accordingly pro- 
mifes to exert himfcif in behalf of the 
young Prince, but net with any defign of 
being faihtul to his engagement, as it was 
mantieftiy his wnteret that the heir appa- 
rent fhould pe: ith. 

Immediately after this, Ovloff, in dif- 
guife, brings hima letter from the Czar 
to Menzikoff, which he had juft intercepr- 
ed, and in which Peter accufes the Patri- 
arch of being the original inftigator of all 
the crimes committed by his fon. This 
meident once more changes the plans of 
Gleboff, whote fafery can be alone achiev- 
ed by the death of the Czar. 

In the mean time, the Council which 
had been chorged wih exnediting the con- 
demnation of Alexis, produces his fen. 
tente. On this, Gleboff throws off the 
mofk, ratfes the ftandard of revolt againtt 
his fovereign, and even lies in wait on 
perpole to murder him as he enters the 
palace. On the other hand, a Boyard 
arms the hand of Alexis with a iword 
ting<d in the blood of his mother, which 
the Princefs had fent him in her dying 
moments: this is deilined by Alexis for 
the dedruction of his father. 

Atth.s very moment the Monarch him- 
feit advances in the dark, on which Alexis 
brondthcs the fatal indrument ; but he is 
arretted, and Peter not only fubferibes the 
order tor his death, but commands him to 
be executed immed tately. Catharine now 
atvances tu fupplicate once m re for the 
life of the you g Prince ; but Menzikoffde- 
clares that it is too late, Alexis having al- 
realy fuffered according to his fentence.

thren. Ff we dedudét all thefe, and the 
many final! pamphlets, and other works 
of a temporary or local intereft, and 
others which have been prematurely an- 
nounced, and fometimes never make their 
appearance, the number would be confi- 
derably diminifhed ; but ftili large enough 
to make us defpair of being able to in ro- 
duce to the notice of our readers ail the 
produétions of only one of the more im- 
portant departments of literature: in the 
general view, therefore, to which our 
limits confive us, we mult content our- 
felves with giving a fuccing& account of 
what has been done for the enriching the 
ftock of each department of literature, 
and the various modes by which provifion 
has been made for its cultivation; we 
can only mention fuch works as, in either 
of thefe refpects, are molt worthy of no- 
tice; and, in doing this, we fliall follow 
the method and claflification adopted in 
our preceding Retro fpects. 
PHILOSOPHY AND METAPHYSICS. 
Here again there was a rich harveft. 
Several celebrated names of founders of 
fests, and of their dillinguifhed partifans 
or oppenents, illuftiate the haft catalogues. 
Befides Kant and SCHELLING, and 
many others, friends or fces of the latter, 
as author of the fyftem called ** Tne Phi- 
lofophy of Nature,” Baroitti, and his 
champion? ReinvoLp, ABICIT, and fe. 
veral others, made their appearance be- 
fore the public. Profeflor Rink, of K6- 
nigfberg, publifhed, from the criginal 
manufcript of his friend Kant, that il- 
luftrious philo‘opher’s anfwer to the prize- 
queftion propofed, in the year 1791, by 
the Royal Academy of Sciences at Berlin, 
$¢ What hes been the Progrefs of Meta- 
phyfics fince the Time of Leibnitz and 
Wolte?”"—a- publication which mut 
prove the more intereiting to the friends 
of that (cience, as Kant himlelf atted 
the molt diinguifhed part. To Profef- 
for Rink the public was likewile indebted 
for the genuine edition of Kant’s « Phy- 
fieal Geoovaphy.” A new edition of 
Kant’s “ Keitik der Beurthcilungfkraft,” 
adapted for the uve of the uninitiated, 
was given by KhiestwieTrer, ot Berlin;

‘The number of piéture- 
books, efpecially tor communicating in- 
ftruct‘on relative to geography, natural 
hiftory, and technology, every year in- 
creales, fince Bertuch’s excellent fpeci- 
mens braught them more into vogue. 
Nor were the more difficult f{ciences ne- 
glefled; as appears from HERRMAN’s 
“Newton fur die Jugend’’—New:on 
adapted to the Capacity of young Per- 
fns;—and * Phyhkalifch &c. Kinder. 
freund’’—or Phyfico-aftronomico-chemi- 
cal Children’s Friend. The Do&trine of 
the Soul, which had before been treated 
in a manner very unintelligible for chil- 
dren, by Campe, was now, in the fame 
manner, further explained by Wisse- 
LINK. Among the many religious and 
moral publications for youth, we fhall no- 
tice only on account of the rarity of fuch 
a phenomenon, the ‘* Sammlung mora- 
lifcher Lehren, &c.‘*—or Moral Proverbs, 
Narratives, Poems, &c. colle&ted from 
the Talmud and other Sacred Waitings, 
by a Jew of the name of ScHOTTLAaN- 
DER, for the ule of the children of his 
nation. 

We have already mentioned fome con- 
tributions towards the hiftory of the 
fchools and public education in Germany : 
others, containing more fpecial infor- 
mation, were furnifhed by Ruiex, rela- 
tive to the fchools in the territory of 
Wurzburg; by VETTERLEIN relative 
to the (chools at Zerbit and Kothen ; and 
by WiITTIG on the Garrifon-School! of 
Caffel, and the therewith conneéted, 
School of Induftry; the number of 
which kind of fchools, we are happy to 
find, is continually increafing in Get- 
many. Worthy of notice, at the prefent 
time, when the J.iuits are again reftored to 
their former fonctions in feveral countries, 
we may likewile reckon a work publifhed 
at Prague, by the Ex Jefuit Cornova, 
entitled ** Die Jefuiten als Gynafiallehrer”’ 
—The Jefuits as Profeffors in the Gym- 
nafia—in which the good apd the bad of 
their methods of teaching is pretty im- 
partially weighed and difplayed. J. D. 
Scuutze has written a very comprehen- 
five work, « Literaturgeichichte der 
fammélichen Schulen und Bildungsanitai- 
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the publhe by his. work on the Method of 
teaching in Schools, began a « Jabrbucher 
Vs Schulen und des Offentlichen Unter- 
richts’’—-or; Annals cf the Sch 
Public Inftruétion. ee 
In the department of 
THEOLOGY 
the harveft, on the whole, was not fo 
abundant as in the preceding year, Bih- 
lical literature was with moft diligence 
attended to in the mixed mifcellaneous 
and theological publications. Befides the 
continuation of the fplendid edition of 
GriksBacn’s New Teftament, ard the 
critical edition of his antagonift, who has 
now returned from Wittenberg to Mof. 
cow ; the Greek text of the apocryphal 
books of the New Teitament were pub. 
lithed by Aucusti1, Griefbach’s col- 
league at Jena. There likewile appeared 
the firft fafciculus of « Sammlung aller bis 
auf uns gekommenen apokryphifchen 
Biicher die fich nicht in der Bibel befin. 
den”—being A Colleétion of all the apo- 
cryphal Books which have been preferved 
down to our Times, but are not in the 
Bibles” ErcHuorn, of Gottingen, con- 
tinued to devote a part of his labours te 
the Introduétion to the Old and New Tef- 
tament: of the former he has publifhed 
the third volume, and of the latter the 
fecond; both being comprifed in five 
parts, under: the general title of ‘* Krit- 
fche Schriften.” The learned Jann, of 
Vienna, likewife continued the new edi- 
tion, upon an improved plan, of his “ Ein. 
leitung in die Schriften des A. T.”—or, 
Introdu&tion. to the Books of the Old 
Tefiament ;—and Profeflor SCHMIDT, of 
Gieflen, who has merited well of various 
branches of theological fcience, gave us 
an * Einleitung ins N. T.”°—Introduc- 
tion to the New Teftament. Of Profel- 
for Pauuus’s Gommentary on the New 
Teftament, a new edition had become re- 
ceflary, notwithftanding all the cavillings 
of the critics againft that learned work ; 
and it has been confiderably enlarged and 
improved by the acute and diligent author, 
who has been lately called to fill a pro- 
feflorial chair in the Univerfity of Wiz 
burg. The laborious THIESS, formerly 
a Profeflor at Kiel, but who now lives mn 
literary retirement at Irzehoe, 10 = 
furnifled the beginning of a new Critical 
Commentary on the Old Teftament ; 
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known charatter of the learned author, 
+ contains many new and uleful obfervations. 
The Rev. Mr. SCHWEITZER, of Ziirich, 
published a fpecimen of a New Tranfla- 
tion of the New Teltament.:, Nor did the 
diligent SCHERER difappoint the expecta- 
tions of the cultivators of biblical Jearn- 
ing; he continued, in a fecond volune, 
his ** Schrififorfcher”’—Inveftigator of 
Scripture; and gave ous likewife a 
« Biblifi.he VGikergetchichte’—Biblical 
Hiftory of Nations,—in two volumes. 
Profeflor Z:EGLER, of Roftock, gave, in 
the fecond volume of his  Theolvgiiche 
Abhandelungen”—Theological Ditlerta- 
tions—(the firit volume of which, thir- 
teen years ago, had announced him to the 
public as one of the molt learned divines 
of our times), an introdu&ion to Paul’s 
Epitiles tothe Corinthians, a Differtation 
of the Baptifin of Jobn, and a thort hil- 
toricel Development of the Notions of the 
Hebrews, down to the Time of Chrift, re- 
lative to a Future State, and Retribution 
after Death—a fubje& which FuuGse 
had before treated of, with refpect to fe- 
everal other nations ; and has now, again, 
in a manner, adapted to the public at 
large, in a work entitled ‘ Himmel der 
Zukunft. Among the other contribu- 
tions towards the illuftration of the Bible, 
we fhall notice only a prize differtation of 
Dr. Horn, of Goitingen, * Von der 
biblifchen Gnoofis; and the ‘ Aelteften 
Sagen der Hebraer (Gen. i. xi.) nach 
ibrem hiftorifchen und praktifchen Ge- 
halte’—or, Tue moit ancient Traditions 
of the Hebrews (Genefis 1. to xX1.), in 
an hiftorical and praétical Point of View ; 
—the author of which work, Mr. Scuus- 
TER, has taken Jerufalem and Niemeyer 
for his models. 

** Die Algemeine Menfchen-Religion, 
Verfuch einer Erklirung derfelben aus 
den alteften Chriitichen Urkunden ;"°—or, 
the Genera! Religion of Mankind ; being 
an Attempt at an Explanation thereof, from 
the moft ancient Chriftian Documents, 
paves the way for us to the dogmatical 
works, Here the harveft was not great, 
10 proportion 3 { me of the productions 
deterved, however, to be noticed with dil- 
tinction. Dr. Ammon, of Enlangen, 
gave, ina German drefs his Text-book, 
ot Dogmatical Theology, which had be- 
tore been uied at fevcral universities ; and 
STUTZMAN, a young tutor at Gottingen, 
the filt part of a Syft. Einleicung in 
die Religions-Philofophie ;"—or, Syfte- 
matical Introduction to the Philofophy of 

cligion. 

Another remarkable circumftance is the

gan in 1803, relative to beptifim ; and 
the converiicn from the Pio etant to the 
Romifh Churches ; "Ss likewile, on the 
other hand, the till increaing attempts 
to unite the two great parties of Protef- 
tants, the Lutherans and Calvini(ts ; to 
which we May Dow add, a propofal laieig 
pubiithed by a Catholic, for bringing 
about an union of the Catholic and Greek 
Churches. 

Thele controverfies having exciteda ge- 
neral intereit relative to thele lubjeets, 
and a willi to become more particularly 
acquainted with the real ftate of the va- 
rious parties into which the Chrifliah 
Churches is fplit, it was a bappy thougit 
of Profellor SrauDLIN of Gotingen, 
editor of the Magazine for Religion, 
Morality, and Church Hittory (which is 
fill continued) to give ina ‘ Kirchliche 
Geographie und Statiftik’’~or, Eccle- 
fiaftical Geography and Siatiltics, a 
fuitable and diftinét View o! the prefint 
{tate of the various Sets of Chrittians 
with refpeét to their political eltablih- 
ments. The fecond edition of ** Plank:, 
Abrils einer Hiitorifchen und Vergleichen- 
den Darttellung der Dogmatiichen Syt- 
teme ;""==containing an Hittorical and Com.- 
parative Sketch of the Dogmatical Sytte:ns 
of the principal Chriftian Sects, is well 
worthy of notice, asis likewile the fecoad 
volume of his ‘* Gefchichte der Entile- 
hung und Aufbildung der Chriftkircblichen 
Gelelichaftsverfaflungen im Romuitchea 
Reiche ;"’—in which he explains the Ori- 

in and Formation of the Coaititutions of 
the Chriftian Churches‘ in the Roman 
Empire. Both thele works furnith fretls 
proofs of the learning and acucenels of 
this theologian, who has the art of f{e- 
leéting, tor the intruction of his readers, 
from the great fund of his knowledge, 
moft interetting faéts, and luminous powre 
ot view. ‘The ** Neuelte Geiciichte cer 
Religion usd Theologie ;"—or, Ne weit 
Hitory of Religion and Taeologys by 
Tirrmann, of Leipzig, gives am ac- 
count of the changes and fortunes thereof 
during the larter half of the lait century. 
HENKE, of Helmitade, ftill furnithed the 
lateit accounts of Eccleliaitical altaws im 
his ‘* Religions- Annalen der nevetten Kir- 
chengeichichte ;"—and continued his gene- 
ral Work on Church Hyltory 5 a did like- 
wile the veterao, but itil diligent aod libo- 
rious SCHROSCH, of Wittenberg, » ho, alter 
having completed his ancient part of 
Church Hiitory in thirty parts, his hegus 
another feries which ts to comprite che 
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of Marburg, has publifhed an excellent 
Text-book, for Le&tures on Ecclefiaftical 
Hiltory ; which may be confidered as 
new proofs of the zealous emulation 
among the  profeflors of the German 
Univerfities. 

The iollowing likewife deferve to be 
noticd as Contributions towards the 
lateft Hittory of the Church: the newett 
Hittory of the Evangelical Miflions in the 
Eaft Indies ; the tixiieth number of which 
has already been publithed; and the 
© Erzabluncen aus der altern and nevern 
Gelcaichte der Evangeliicnen Briider- 
gemcine ;"—Narratives from the Hiitory 
of the Evangelical Brethren, which has 
been continued by Rister. The laft- 
mentioned work was printed at Barby, 
the feat of the Chief Intiivute of Inftruc- 
tion, belonging to the United Brethren in 
Geimany. in an anonymous author’s 
“ Reife durch Sachsen & vorziiglich 
durch die Evangelilchen Briiderge- 
meinorte,"* &¢.—or, Travels in Saxony 
and Upper Lufatia, particularly through 
the Eftablifiments of the United Brethren, 
we find many charaéteriftical tras of 
this fe, and a fiketci of the religious, 
civil and moval iiate of their communi- 
Ties. 

Among the works publified relative 
to the Monaftic O:ders and Conveiats, 
many of which have lavely been fuppref- 
fed in Germany, thete is a remarkable 
one by the Abbot Graz, the objet of 
which is, to quiet the coniciences of the 
Monks and Nuns who are thus driven 
out into the world; and in which the 
Reverend Author does not fpeak much in 
praife of Monattic Inftitutions. Still worie 
ave they tieated in a kind of Romance en- 
titled, “© So geht es in der Priekerwelt 
mit oder ohne Kiitren ;*> —er, This is the 
Way of the World of Prielis, with and 
without Frocks. 

It is remarkable with how much dili- 
gence Chriftian Mcrality is now cultivated 
by the Catholic Divines of Ge:many. At 
Augfburg, one bookfelier publithed no 
leis than three; and at Vienna, two works 
belonging to this clais of Theological 
Literature ; viz. in the German language 
GEISSHUTTNER, PFEIFFER and Wane 
Ker, and in Latin, by SCHENKL and 
an anonymous author. Nor was it ne- 
glected by the Preteftants: Remnuarp of 
Drefien, gave us the fecond volume of 
the fourth edition of his SyRem: BaAvER 
of Altdort furnifhed Lis «* Biblifche 
rey + which contains an Hittorical 

kw ot the morality of the Bible; to- 
gether with the Moral des N. T."—= 
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or, Morality of the New Teftament, 
diligent SinsEnis, of Zerbit, 
fketch ** Des Menfchen 
feiner PAlichten,”"—of Man 
of | his Duties ; and from the manulcripts 
left by the late Proteflor Schmid of Jena 
his nephew, who is fo well known us' 
ditinguithed philofopher and divine, pub 
lied “© A Chrifiliche Afcetik ;" or 
Syftem of Chriftian Afcetics, as an appen- 
dix to his more extenfive works on mo. 
rality, 

Among, the great crowd of Sermons, we 
fhall dittinguith only a few; fuch as the 
above-mentioned Amm:n’s “ Chriftliche 
Religicns Vortrage im Geife Jefo 7" 
Chriftian Sermons, in the Spirit of Jefus, 
The “ Neven Predigten tiber Sonn und 
Felitage Evangeiien ;*"—or, New Ser- 
mons on the Sunday and Holiday Gofpels, 
by CansaBicH, the enlightened fuper- 
intendant of the fchool ard church affairs 
at Sonderiaufen. ‘* Predigten tir Den- 
kende Verehrer Jelus ;’—Sermons for 
the rational Wortlhippers of Jelus, by 
Draskcke of Molln. * Vier Predigten 
Uber die Proteftantifch Chrifiliche Frei- 
hert ;"’"—Four Sermons on  Chrittian 
Freedom, in the Protefiant Churches, by 
Haiti, of Deflau; * Die Amtereden 
bey verichiedenen Wichtigen Veraniat- 
fungen ;"’—Puipit Difcouries on various 
important occafions, by Sack, chief 
preacher to tiie King at Berlin; The 
fourteenth and fifteenth volume of a Col- 
leétion of Sermons, by the late Mr. ZOL- 
LIKOFER, of Leipziz, which are known 
to the Englith reader from Mr. Teoke'’s 
tranilition; and lafly, STEINBRENNER'S 
 Predigten tber die Kuntt dasMenfchliche 
Leben zu Veriingetn ;”—Sermons on the 
Art of Proionging the Lite of Man; 1 
which he adopts the principles and pre- 
cepts of Hafelsnd. Ot other labours 
lefs known Preachers, there appeared 
many continuaticns and new editions ; 
aproof, at leait, that they meet with ap- 
probation in the circle of their refpective 
authors 3 or, perhaps, ameng the weaker 
part of their brethren, who may tand e 
need cf affittance, int the compofition o 
their pulp.t-di:courfes. For thefe latter 
in particular, ample proviflion was ne 
by the publication of a great number o 
Outlines of Sermons, Catechilms, &¢- 
The above-mentioned Tittmann, of Leip- 
zig, likewife furnifhed a ‘ Handbuch “d 
Homiletik ;°° — Homiletical Manua’ 5 
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fubjet, in a work ** Ueber die Gefahr 
{ch aufzupredigen,’’ On the Danger of 
exhaufting one’s Stock of Sermons j;—a 
misfortune which, however, would not 
fem very likely to happen, if attention 
be paid to the numerous remedies againft 
it which he points out. 

To the many before-eftablifhed theolo- 
gical journals by Proteftants and Catho- 
lics, either for learned and praétical di- 
vines, or for every clas of Chriftians, as, 
for inftance, by GABLER, of Jena, 
HENKE, STAUDLIN, and HauGwitz, 
we find two periodical works added, viz. 
“ Beytrage zur Beforderung der Theolo- 
gifchen Wiflen{chaften, &c.’’—Contribu- 
tions towards the Promotion of Theolo- 

ical Science, and, in particular, of the 
Critical Elucidation of the New Tefta- 
ment, edited by J. H. Hemnaicus, the 
continuator of Koppe’s Commentary on 
the New Teitament ;—-and the “* Gottin- 
gitche Mufeum der Theologie und Litera- 
tur;”’ or, Gottingen Mufeum of Theology 
and Literature, by Dr. HoRN, which, be- 
fides differtations by the learned editors, 
contain contributions from other eminent 
divines, 

JURISPRUDENCE. 

From the changes that have lately taken 
place in the Germanic Empire, in confe- 
quence of the peace of Luneville, and 
the negociations at Ratifbon, it might be 
expected, that the profeffors of law at the 
univerfities would again particularly direé&t 
their attention to the public laws and con- 
ftitution of their country. At the Leipfic 
fairs of the preceding years, feveral Eflays 
had already appeared relative to this fub- 
ject, and a great many more have been 
added in the prefent: two, by Proteflurs 
SCHMaLz and Konic, cf Halle, and 
another by Profeflur Gonner, of Land- 
fhut, who has likewife written ‘* Ueber das 
rechtliche Princip der Deutichen Terri- 
torial Verfaflung ;"—-On the true Prin- 
ciple of the German Territorial Contii- 
tution ;—a fubject, which, though often 
treated of, is not yet exhaulied, 

Another, which had never before been 
fo copioufly handled, was treated of by 
HELLBacH, in a “* Handbuch des Rang- 
rechts 5° or, Manual of the Law of Rank 
and Precedency ; together with a prompt- 
bary on the praétical principles thereof. 

Several publications likewife made their 
appearance relative to the lateft proceed- 
ings of the Imperial Diet at Ratifbon, and 
On fingle fubjects which were there dif- 
cufled; as, for inflance, on the relation 
of Catholic fubjects and countries to the 
Protetiant fovereigus to whom they have 


nities, and wice vera; as likewife various 
other treatifes on public and ecclefiaftical 
law, and on divorces, which many en. 
lightened Catholics now with to have 
placed upon the fame footing as among 
Protettants, boldly maintaining the indil- 
folubility of marriage is not an article of 
faith, but merely an opinion of {choolmen. 
Profeffor Konic, of Leipzig, whom we 
have already had cccafion to mention 
above, has furnifhed an * Allgemeines 
Kirchenrecht.”—General Code of Eccle- 
fiaftical Law. 

Nor were the civil and criminal law 
neglected. In particular, there appeared 
a great number of treatiles relative to the 
legiflation of pariicular provinces ; as, 
for inftance, the New Criminal Code of 
Auftria, and KLEinsCcurop’s Plan of a 
Criminal Code for Bavaria. | 

The controver{y relative to the latter, 
is now, however, at an end, in conf. 
quence of its fina] rejectien by the Bava- 
rian Government, which has invited Pro- 
feflor FEeuUERBaCH, lately of Kiel, now ot 
Landfhut, ene of the mot acute, but 
frictelt lawyers of Germany, to draw up 
another. 

SAVIGNY's work, on Pofleffion, induced 
THIEBAULT, who had before treated of 
this fubjeét, to reprint * Cuperi Obfervat. 
fel. de Poffeflione:” and a variety of 
practical works, ard feveral guides for 
practitioners, were furnifhed by the law 
profeffurs at the univerlities. 

Foreign jurifprudence, and the law of 
nations, likewife engaged the actention of 
feveral lawyers. ‘Ihe new civil code of 
the French was tran{lated, and commeited 
upon; and many important publications 
appeared upon the letely fo much diiculied 
marine law of narions, aud the relations 
and treaties among the naval powers, by 
JakoBseN, of Altona, SCHMIDT, of 
Copenhagen, and Korerz, ot Prague. 

Of mixed colieStioas and journals, the 
laft two tairs turnifhed again a contilerable 
number. Of the decealed Profsilors 
SamMer and Scuorr, of Leipzig, and 
HoFeckEs, of Lubingen, there appeared 
pofthurous 6 Opera Juridica.” AL- 
MENDINGEN gave us (two vojumes of 
finall Jur.ftical Traéts. Lassautx, of 
Cobienz, author of a Commentary on the 
New French Civil Code, continued his 
“é Journal tiir Gefetzkunde und Rechti- 
gelehriamkeit ; or, Law Journal: and 
PRaLzow; of Berlin, who before hod 
edited an Archive of Jurifprudence for 
the Pruflian fates, began “6 Juriftilche 
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Jany, and publifhed, befides, ‘* Beytrage 
gur Jurifiifchen Praxis; or, Contribu- 
tions towards the Practice of the Law. 

There appeared, hikewile, feveral ge- 
neral works on jurifprudence. While 
ScHMALZ, ot Halle, and Huco, of Got- 
tingen, were re-modeliing their Encyclo- 
pedias, HUMMEL., a young lawyer of the 
Jatter univeitity, gave us a * Vollitandige 
Encyklopedie der Rechtswiffenichaft,”? in 
feverat volumes, in which it is his aim to 
examine and re-model the old fcience of 
jerifprudence, according to the principles 
of the new philofophy. 

MEDICINE. 

Tt Rill appears, from the titles of the 
fatett medical publications, that they are 
chicfly intended for the attack of the old, 
and the defence of the new, theory of 
excitability which has been grafted upon 
the Bruncnian fyftem. C. BERNOUILLI 
attempted a ** Phyfiiche Anthropologie,” 
in two parts; in which he gives a fketch 
of the nature of iron, according to the 
theory ot excitability: and OBERREICH, 
ct Jena, a new * Darftellung der Evve- 
gunegstheorie ;” or, Difplay of the Theory 
of Excitability. Parr, of the univerfity 
of Kiel, one of the firlt of the German 
e mmentators of Brown, gave us a * Re- 
vition der Grundiatze des Brownfchen 
Syitems 3° or, Revifion of the Brunonian 
Syftem; in which he particularly treats 
cf the theory of excitability. 

Troxcer, a Swifs pnyfician, who 
hid ftudied at Jena, and there been ini- 
tiated into the myfteries of the Scheliin- 
gtan philofophy of nature, publithed 
** Vertuche in der Organifchen Piytk ;” 
or, Effays on Organic Phyfics. —Baver 
aud BECKER furnifhed two prize-diflerta- 
tions, **Ueber den Einfluis der Wirme 
und Kalte,"”? On the Influence of Heat 
and Cold on the living Human Body.— 
The doctrine and the principle of life 
was again difcufled by BarTEL- and by 
WAGNER, whom we have already had 
occafion to mention above, when {peaking 
of the Idealiits, 

Among the general and mixed works 
on practical medicine, the moft diftin- 
guifhed are the ¢* Lehrbuch der allgemeinen 
Therapie; Manual of Therapy, which 
hes been begun by Proteffor ROSCHLAUB, 
of Landflt, the original founder of the 
theory of excitability; and the ** Auf- 
fa:ze urd Beobachtungen ;” or, Effays 
and Obfervations relative to the fame 
Theory, by Ficke, who there chiefly 
treats of chirurgical difeafes; as does 
hikewife, upon the {?me princip.es, the di- 
ligeat Proteffor Horn, of Erlangen, 
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OF the fpecial objeéts of the chiry,. 
gical art, the difeafes of the eye, in : 
ticular, engaged the attention of bed nf 
writers. Befides the continuation of 
HimLy’s and ScuMint’s <¢ Ophthal. 
mifche Bibliothek ;*° Ophthalmic Library 
TirTMANN, of Drefden, wrote « ‘ 
den topifchen Arzneymitteln bey Augen. 
kragkheiten,”” On Topical Applications 
in Difeales of the Eyes; and Witticy 
* Uber die am haufigtten vorkommenden 
Krankheiten der Augen,”"—On the mof 
common Dileafes of the Eyes. 

As for midwifery, the Obftetrical Four. 
nals of STarK, of Jena, Osianper, of 
Gottingen, and SizBOLD, of Wurzburg, 
are continued. The la{t-mentioned author 
likewife gave us a fecond volume of his 
** Lehrbuch der Entbindungfkuntt ;” or, 
Inftructor in the Art of Midwifery ;—and 
a Defcription of his new-invented Obfte- 
trical Stool. Profeffor Scumipr, of Vi- 
enna, added to his former numerous and 
eftimable contributions, by the publica. 
tion of his ‘* Geburtshiilfliche Fragmente. 

The fame aétive cultivator of medical 
fcience, furnifhed fingle Synoptical Tables 
of various Parts of Anatomy. 

In Halle, at which univerfity anatomy 
is now taught by men of eminence, 
MECKEL publifhes a * Journal fiir Ana. 
tomifche Varietiten,”’ or, Journal for 
Anatomical Varieties.—And at the fame 
place, there Kkewife lately appeared, 
VoicTet’s **Handbuch der Patholo- 
gifchen Anatomie ;*” Manual of Patholo- 
gical Anatomy, with Additions by the late 
Profefior MECKEL.—THELOW, of Er- 
furt, gave us the firft Number of “ Be- 
fehreibungen merkwurdiger Pathologifch- 
anatomifcher Gegenftande ;*’ Defcriptions 
of remarkable Pathologico. anatomical 
Subjeéts.—The celebrated SoMMERING 
publithed «* Icones Oculi Humani ;"—and 
the well-known natura!:(t, BLU MENBACH, 
of Gottingen, a ‘‘ Handbuch der vere 
gleichenden Anatomie ;"" or, Manual of 
Comparative Anatomy,—which had long 
been a defideratum. ,

Di. HorRN, woom we have alrealy men- 
tioned above as a defender of the theory 
of excitability, gave us a ** Grundrifs der 
Medicinuch-chirurgifchen Arzneymittel- 
Jehre ;"—-Outlines of Medico-chirurgical 
Piarmacy ;—anii, in his inaugural differta 
tion on entering upon his proteflorfhip at 
Wiitenberg, he wrote ‘* De Opii Abufu,” 
a fubhjeS&t which certainly called for the 
inveltigation of enlightened phyficians. 

With seipe& to particular remedies, 
we thail only remark, that a great num- 
b.r of ireatifes appeared on Galvanilin ;

of medical men. 

For dietetics, in general, and popular 
medicine, provifion was azain made by 
Becker, SrRuvV#, and others.

logy, Gatvanilin, aid the application 
thereof to the Cure of Diteafes. Belides 
tranilations of the experiments of Aldi 
ni,Kevcu,Kunze,ind Prarr,pabiifhed 
original wo: ks on this anc other inmereit- 
ing pars of phyfical fcience. BENzeN- 
BERG has deferibed his experiments re- 
lative to the failing ot bodies, the reint. 
ance of the air, and the revolution «f the 
earth, in a work entihked ** Verfuch uber 
den Fail der Korper, &c. a d has added 
to it a ** Getchichte der ‘riihern Verfuche 
yon Gal.lei bis Gugliclnim’’—or, a Hinl- 
tory of preceding Experiments, Tf let ve 
to the fume Subject, from the treme of Ga- 
jer co Guglieimini. M. von ENDE, an 
eminent cultivator of aronomy, give Us

Gmetin, of Gortingen, gave 
a new edition of his ** Grundriis’—Out- 
lins of Chemiiiry; Bourcuet, ot Ber- 
lin, Hitpisranpr, of Evlingen, and 
TromsvorF, olf Erfurt, continued their 
general woiks; GOTrLinG, of Jena, who 
tor many years has been the edivor of an 
«© Almanach fiir Apotheker und Scheide- 
kiinftler’?—Alminack for Apothecaries 
and Chemis—which is fill continued, 
began a new *€ Chemical Monthly Ma- 
gazine,” and a §§ Phyfico chemical 
Encyclo. edia;” and ScuMiEeDER, author

Syflem cf Botany tor the Ladies. WiLL- 
DENOW has likewile continued his de- 
fcription of the ** Hortus Berolinenfs,” 
cf which he is fuperintendant; and re- 
commended, in Prefaces, ‘* Deutfchlands 
wilde Pflanzergewachle"—Deicription of 
Plants which grow wild in Gesmany, by 
SacHs; and the * Predromus Flore 
Marchice,” by ReBenTiscH. Ano- 
ther celebrated botanitt, Profeflor SPREN- 
GEL, of Halle, publifhed the thi'd Vor 
Jume of his ** Anleitung zur Kenntnifs 
der Gewiichfe,” containing an Intro 
duction to the Study of ciyptogamical 
Piants; which gave rife to the ¢ Bots. 
nifche Bricte’’-—Botanica! Le'ters addref- 
fed to him by Weper, of Kiel. Bee 
fides the Floras already mentioned, there 
appeared likewile one of- Tyrol: ard 
others were continued: Paxvas’s “ Tl- 
luftrationes Plantarum imperfeéte vel None. 
dum cognitarum,” promife much new Ife 
formation. Particularly deftined for the 
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the “¢ Getreue Darftellungen und Befchrei- 
bungen der in der Arzneykunde ge. 
briuchlichen Gewachfen”—Faithful Re- 
refentations and Defcriptions of the 
Plants ufed in Medicine,** which were 
publifhed by Hayne, author of ‘* Ter- 
mini Botanici;°* and the continua. 
tion of PLANK’s ** Icones Plantarum Me- 
dic.” 

In Kontuause’s * Defcription of 
poifonous Plants,”* the new invented me- 
thod of taking impreffions of drawings, 
by means of marble plates, has been ufed. 
SCHLOTTHEIM’s ** Merkwirdige Pflan- 
zer-abdriicke und Pflanzen-veriieinerun- 
gen’’—-Remarkabie Impreffions and Pe- 
trifactions of Plants, with engravings, 
likewile deferve to be noticed, as a valua- 
ble contribution towards an Antediluvian 
Flora. 

On mineralogy we find many excellent 
differtations in the ‘* Annalen der Her- 
zoglichen Societat der gelammten Mi- 
neralogie zu Jena.’’—Annals of the So- 
ciety initituted at Jena, for the Cultiva- 
tion of every Branch of Mineralogy, of 
which a fecond volume has been publith- 
ed. A confiderable number of text. 
books and compendiums on this f{cience, 
by the profeffors of the univerfities, made 
their appearance. ‘The celebrated CHar- 
PENTIER, fuperintendant of mines in Sax- 
ony,gaveus a ** Beytrag zur Kenntnils des 
Riefengebirges.”-—Contribution towards a 
Knowledge of thofe in the Riefengebirg ; 
and MEeiNEcKe wrote * Ubcr Chryfo- 
pras,”’ on Chryfopras and the Foilils which 
ulually accompany it. To the far-tra- 
velled SONNESCHMID we are indebted 
for a “ Mineralogifche Befchreibung der 
beriihmteften Bergwerk Riviere von Mex- 
1co,""——-Mineralogical Defcription of the 
mctt celebrated Mines of Mexico or New 
Spain. In Fapricius’s “ Refultaten 
Naturhiftorifcher Vorlefungen."—Refults 
of Leéures on Natural Hifory—even 
thofe who have made confiderable pro- 
greis in the ftudy of natural hiftory in 
general, will probably find fomething 
new, For the friends of microfcopical 
inveftigations, SCHILLING _ provided 
a new work, entitled ** Der Mikro- 
fkop.”” ; 

Upon the whole, we may here remark, 
that the Germans begin more and more 
to rival foreigners, with refpect to the 
plates for the sliuftration of books on na- 
tural hiftory. Belides thofe which we 
have already mentioned, one bookfeller 
announces a work with more than 400, 
and another, one, with more than 300 





copper-plates. Becnstein and Buv- 
MENBACH likewife continued their « Ab- 
bildungen Naturhiftorifcer Gegenttiinde.” 
—Reprelentations of Odje&s of Natural 
Hittory. 

_ ECONOMY, 

On taking a view of the lateft econo- 
mical publications in Germany, i: ‘might 
be fuppofed, from the great prop rtion cf 
works on gardening and the culture of 
the vine, that, after fo many execlient 
inftrufions on hufpandry, the ecovomical 
wrrers think the former demand their at- 
tention more than the latter, For, be- 
fides a great number of new editions, and 
continuations, by Bedccker, Blotz, and 
others, we find feveral new, either genes 
ral or mixed, works, on horticulure. A 
new §° Allgemeiner Garren-Mag izin.” = 
General Horticuliural Magazine, was be 
gun at Weimar. Gorruaror, of Erfurt, 
who has long been known as a diligent cul- 
tivator of economics, prefented to the 
public a * Rathgeber in der Obftbaum- 
zucht,”” in which he gives his advice re- 
lative to culture of fruit-trees. THEUS, 
in his ** Obfthaumzucht,”’ treated of the 
rearing of fruit-trees, according to thec- 
retical and praftical principles; and 
GEIGER, ita work bearing the Mime rities 
taught a new, ealy, and unexpenfive mode 
of obtaining not only found fruit-trees, 
but likewife new kinds. 

Agriculture, however, was not negle- 
ed. Several treatifes appeared relative to 
flax, hemp, &c. Ovihers wrote on fub- 
jects of a moye general nature; as, for 
inftance, the abovementiosed Getthaid, 
“ Uber die Befriedigung der Gruni- 
ftiicke,"” oc Advantages, &c. of Enclo- 
fures. Meutzir added to the Defcripti-n 
of his * Sowing-Machine,”” an Account 
of a new-invented Machine for deltroyn g 
Weeds ; and Tuaer, the zealous ad- 
vocate of Enghsh agriculture, continued 
his “ Befchreibung der neuelten und 
nivzlichiten Ackergeiathe,” in wich he 
detcribes the newelt and mot uleful im- 
plements of hufbandry ; and likewile his 
«© Annalen der Niedersachffchen Land- 
wirthichaft,"? or Annals of the Rural Eco- 
nomy in Lower Saxony. 

The proper management of forefts was 
likewife treated of with diligence by feve- 
ral eminent writers. GATTERER gave, 
us the 28th volume of his ‘ Foritarchiv, 
or Archive of Foreliry; and SLevoiGT 
a ** Samm!ung neverB cohachungen aur E t. 
weiterung der Pordiwiffentchatesksnds, , 
or Collection of New Obfervations ap 
Difcoveries tovards promotucg the Knowe- 
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ledge-of the Natural Hiftory of Foreft- 
Trees, and a Rational Mode of treating 
them. FuxHrer, before known by feve- 
ral eiteesned works on this branch cf eco- 
nomny, wrote an * Einieitung zur Regel- 
mafiigen Behandlung der Holzungen,”’ 
in which he treats of the regular manage- 
ment of woods. Among the publications 
relative to particular kinds of timber, the 
Prize-differtation ** U-ber die Culiur, &c. 


des Schiff-bau Holzes,’’ on the Culture, 


Astificial Shaping, &c. of Timber for 
Shipbuilding,which obtained the prize pro- 
peied by the Danifh Board of Admiraity, 
is mol worthy of notice. 

Pailing over a variety of publications, 
re'ative to hunting, bees, filkworms,&c. We 
thal! proceed to Lome of thofe whole objec 
is the proper treatment of cattle, acd other 
dometticat.d animals, among which we 
fiud feveral tranflations of French and 
Englith works, on theep in particular. 
TraoTT, an eminent German economitft, 
bas likewife given us an original work on 
the fame fubje&&. In Gericke’s and 
Leopotip’s General Treatife on Rural 
Eccnomy, feveral divifions are devoted 
to inftructions for raring and managing 
of jive ltock. GoTiHarD, TENNECKER, 
and (¢versi cth=rs publifh Journals on the 
breeding, &c. of hories. PitGer finith- 
ed his ‘ Handbuch der Veterinarwif- 
fenfchaft,” or Manual of the Veterinary 
Art; thols of LAUBENDER and SPoHR 
have been continued. AMMON gave us 
a Syftem of Veterinary Medicine, mo- 
delled according to the vew theory of ex- 
citability. 

Several publications again embraced 
every branch of Rural Econcmy. Befides 
GOTTHARD, LEOPOLD, and FICKLER 
continued thei General Tfeatiles on 
Hulbandry ; and Breyer, Levuperr, 
Lowe, THaer and WEBER, their Jour- 
nals and Almanachs. Laubenper be- 
gan a ** New Colle&ion of Economical 
‘Tracts,’ at Nurnberg; and a Societ 
at Vienna, ** Annalen der Fort Land- 
und Hauswirth{chaft,” or Annals of 
— and Dometic Econo ny, Foreftry,

Laftly, we have to remark that for fuch 
as have learned to apply medern chemil

deutiche Zeitfchritt fir Landeusd Haus. 
wirt'e, &c.” intended for the wfruciion 
ot rural and domeitic economifts, mer. 
chants, handicraftiinen, and manufaQurers, 
Proteflor Rupicer, of Halie, began 
“¢ Kurze Nachrichten fiir die Gartnerey, 
&c."* or Concife Initru&tions in Garden. 
ing, the Arts, connected with Rural and 
Domettic Economy, Trade, &c. Of the 
jcurnals particularly cevoted to techno- 
logy,thofe of BAUMGERTNER,EsCHEN. 
BaCH, HERMSTDT, of Leipzig, Xc, 
were continued, and otheis were begun at 
Vienna and other places. Even fingle 
arts of technology have ftiil their pecu- 
fiar journals; as for inftance, HorF- 
MANNS, of Freyburg, and Von Mouts, 
of Salzburg, for Mines. Lanpabius 
EVERSMANN, and MULLER, likewile 
contributed, by varicus publications, to- 
wards promoting the know/edge of metal. 
lurgy 3 and Voict, member of the Board 
of Mines, at Ilmenau, by editing Fra- 
RER’s ** Relation von den ihm aulge- 
tragenen berg und hiitien mannilchen 
Reiten, &c.”* in which he communicates 
the refults cf travels which he undertook 
for the purpofe cf enquiring into the 
ftate of the mines, finelting-noules, &c.

Others treated of various proceflcs in 
dying; and no lefs than three of the art 
of making ink, a fubject undoubtedly of 
great importance, confide: ing the immente 
jupply required for the multitudinovs 
hoit of authors, fcribblers, and hak. 
makers belonging to the Germanic re- 
public of ietters. 

Of the more general works on techno. 
logy, we fhall only notice Fana’s * Kueit 
und Handwerks buch,” which is intended 
to be a complete technological encyclopx- 
dis, the two firft parts of which contain 
inttructions for coopers and ovgan- build- 
ers. Indeed, fuch publicity has, of late, 
been given, through the medium of the 
prefs, to every thing relating to the me- 
chanic arts, and technology in general, 
that receipts and fecrets, the knowlege of 
which was formerly confined to a few, 
may now be purchafed for a trifle, at al- 
molt every book-itall. 

On commerce we do not find many pub- 
lications worth noticing. The Commer- 
cial Newfpaper, which was edited for 
many years at Gotha, by HitpT, has 
been fucceeded by the “ Allgemeines 
Handelsmagin’? — General Commercial 
Magazine, publifhed at Weimar. Buse, 
continued his ** Ganze der Handlung,” 
a work comprifing the whole {cieace of 
commerce ; and SCHUMANN his §* Han- 
dels-Erdbefchreibung”’—of, Commercial 
Geography ; and his “ Merkantilifche 
Literaturzeitung’’—or, Mercanti'e Lite- 
rary Intelligencer. IkinG has begun a 
general work on commerce, the firit part 
of which treats of banking ; and Meiss- 
NER, of Breflaw, has communicated to 
the public his new-invented ** Deut{che 
Buchhaltung”-—Ge: man Sy(tem of Book- 
keeping. 

MATHEMATICS, &c. 

As ufual, there appeared a confidera- 
ble number of elementary works on arirhe 
metic, pure mathematics, geometry, &c. 
which we do not think it neceflary to no- 
ice; as likewile the tranflations of fore.gn 
workson mathematics, hydraulics, altro- 
nomy, &c. which the diligent Germans 
have added to their own immenle {tuck ot 
Jiterature. On mechanics, the long-eltab- 


lithed principles of which WERNEBURG, 





in a Latin differtation, threatened entirely 
to Overturn, there appeared an crigi: al 
work, by Profeffor SCHUTZ2. Popps 
continued his Enevklopaxdie des Malcoi« 
Medwelens"=——Encycopedia ef Machi- 
Nery j and the merito: IOs Hamburg So- 
ciety of Arts, Trades, &c. printed two 
Prize-differtations on the conflracion of 
Pulls. W&LkEBEKING, now chief direce 
tor of hydrauiic tructures inthe Av‘tnan 
deminisns, who has lately propoled im- 
pertant improvements in the harbour of 
Priefe and the Lagunas of Venice, gave 
a ve-modciled edition of the late Me. 
Buscu’s * Waffle: baukuntt"—or, Hy- 
drauiic Architecture; and an ** Anlei- 
tung zur Aviiuruag und Wiederhentel- 
lung und E:haltung bequeimer Landitral- 
fen,” in which he lays down rules tor the 
conftruction, repairing, and preie:vation 
of convenient public highways.

Tactics, &e. 

In our laft Retrofpect, we noticed 2 
*¢ Military Game,” by HewiG, of Brunf- 
wick, which he had invented tn 1780, but 
has firce added many improvements, an 
account of whichis given in the new edi- 
tion, which has lately appeared. The 
general approbation which this excellent 
help towards acquiring a knowledge of 
tactics met with, has encouraged otiiers 
to fimilar inventions: and, according, 
we find two new War-Games announced ; 
one by Opiry, of Vienna, and another 
by Venruaint, of Vienna. 

We have again to remark, that there 
was no want ef works on the military 
fcience in general, or on fingle parts of it, 
chiefly elementary works, for the ufe of 
officers and young perfons deftined for a 
military life; none of which latter, how. 
ever, are of fufficient nmporiance to re- 
quire to be here particularly noticed.

ing them, and GRaTTENAUER, who 
fy foon joined in it, that many think lim 
the firft exeicer of it, publiflied each two 
new works cn the fubject ; as did, likewife,.

Polizey, Handlang und Finavz ;"’—or, 
Principles of Poiity, Coinmerce, and 
Finances, there appeared a feventh edi- 
tion. Political Ecoucmy, and the Ad- 
miniftration of the Finances were likewile 
taught in feveral works ; we fliall only 
notice Weber's of Frankfuri on the Oder, 
* Einleitung in das Studium der Staats- 
Wirthfchaft ;"—Guide to the Study of 
Politics; and a ** Handbuch der Staats 
Wirthfchaft ;"°—in which latter Compen- 
dium he introduces his reader to a know- 
Iedge of the belt authors on the fubjett. 

STATISTICS AND GEOGRAPHY; 
TRAVELS, &c. 

No work, probably, would be more 
eagerly taken up by the ftudent of fatif- 
ties, than Sch!ézer’s ** Theorie der Sta- 
tiftik 5"—Theory of Statiftics: but when 





we find, that his new divifion thereof, ace 
cording to the Latin proverb—Vires 
unite agunt, comprehends under the head 
vires the land, inhabitants, productions 
of the foil, and Circulating medium ; un- 
der uzite, the mode uniting thefe powers, 
the form of government, or political cons 
fitution ; and, Jaftly, under aguat, the 
actual application of thefe united powers, 
the adminiftration of government, &c. it 
appears to be only a new formula, and 
that the diftribution according to the plan 
of Gatterer, adopted by Meuset, in his 
*¢ Sratiftik,”"—namely, Land and Inhabi. 
tants, Political Contitation, and Admini- 
ftration of Government, is nearly the 
fame. 

Upon the whole, we remark, that no. 
thing of importance has been added to the 
ftock of general ftatiftics and geography, 
Several new elementary books indeed made 
their appearance, but none of them calcu. 
lated to difplace that of Gafpar and Ber- 
tuch. We likewile find a Topographical 
DiGtionary for the nineteenth century an- 
nounced ; whichhowever, would probably 
make but a poor figure at the clole ot that 
period. We fhali therefore proceed briefly, 
to notice the moft interefting topographies 
and travels. 

There appeared again, feveral geogra- 
phical and topographical works, relative 
to the Auftrian fates, by Demian, 
Rowrer and ScHuLTes's; onthe Pruf- 
fian Dominions, by BraczKo, Brate 
RING, LICHT, WEIGEL, &c. on Saxony, 
by MERKEL, RossiG, &c. ;—and for the 
liluftration of the Hartz, which 1s now al- 
moft wholly occupied by the French in- 
vaders of Hanover, a particular maga 
zine has been begun, under the title of the 
“© Hyrcinifches Archiv."=-Von EGGeR 
gave us remarks on Hoilfein; WUNDERS 
MANN, on Mecklenburg ;_ the late Pattor 
SCHWAGER, on fome paris of Weftphalia, 
and Pattor BuLLE, on the Country of 
Hefle Darmftadt. More accurate defcrip- 
tions were likewile given, either by travel- 
lers, or by inhabitants, of particular 
places or diftrists, which are remarkable 
for the beauties and curiofities of nature ; 
fuch as the Riefengebirg, Muggendorf 
Caves in Franconia, the Saxon Alps, &e. 

Several Germans, likewile, communt- 
cated accounts of tueir travels in foreizn 
countries. FisCHER, te weil known 
author of Travels through Spain, which 
have been tranflated into Engiithh, acd 
now profeffor of belles-iettres at oe 
verity of Wirzburgs publifhed ** berg- 
reifen ;""— OF, Travels in Mountainous 


‘oR t of which relatcs 
Regions; the firft par te 
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to the Pyrenees; and likewife a tour 
through the fouthern provinces of France, 
under the title of ** Beicte eines Sud- 
landers ;"—BENKOWITZ, befides. the 
third and concluding volume of his ‘* Reife 
von Glogau nach Sorrent ;*°—Journey to 
Glogau and Sorrent, and the third feétion 
of his ** Helios cder Rome und Neapel ;” 
—Helios, or Rome and Naples, another 
work entitled ** Ein Ttalianifcher Cabinet, 
oder Merkwiirdigkeiten aus Rom und 
Neapel "—The Italian Cabinet, or re- 
markable Things from Rome and Naples. 
Seumes’s ‘“* Spaziergang nach Syra- 
cus ;"—Walk to Syracufe, and like- 
wife KorzeBpue’s and ReicHarRD’s Re- 
marks on Paris have been reprinted, with 
an additional volume to Reichard’s work. 
Mr. Von Voss, a Prufflian officer, like-

which he had colleéted duwing a jour. 
ney to Fiance. Dr. FRANKs’, of Vien-

Journey to Paris, London, and the prin- 
cipal p'aces of England and Scotland, 
treats chiefly of the hofpitals, work- 
houtes, and other inftituiions for the bene- 
fit ct the poor, on medical fcheols and 
pil ns gard the friends of medical {cience, 
and of humanity, may expeé many bene- 
ficial refules ftom the obfervaticns of an 
wuthor who holds fo diftinguifhed a rank 
among the phyficians of his native coun- 
tty. © Gope’s * Reifen in England,” &e. 
--TVravels in Esgland, &c. is one of the 
beit books on the late of Great Britaia

BREDELZKI and ScHED) 
their Colleétion of Travels, &e, relative 
to Hungary, Count Barruyant fur. 
nifhed “* Briefe iiber das Ungrifche Kittens 
land ;*"—in which he gave a Delcription 
cf the Maritime Dittri&s of Hungary, 
RowReER, in his “ Reife von der Turkic 
fchen Granze nach Wien ;"—communi. 
cated a Narrative of his Travels fiom the 
borders of Turkey, through Eait and 
Welt Galicia, Silefia, Moravia, &c. to 
Vienna. In Muruarpn’s “ Gemilde yon 
Conftantinople,’’*—or, Sketch of Con. 
ftantinople, there is much lefS light than 
fhade, whence it may incur the lufpicion 
of not being altogether an impartially 
drawn likenels. Of the tranflations of 
foreign travellers in Europe, we hall no- 
tice only a ** Tafchenbuch auf der Reife 
von Peterfburg nach Mofkwa ;"—being 
a Tranflation from the Rufiian of Re- 
marks during a Journey trom Peterfbuig 
to Moicow. 

Of the travels of Germans into the 
other quarters of the globe, nothing has 
been publithed, except the ‘ Nomadi- 
fchen Streifereyen ;*"—-or, Nomadical Ex- 
curfions among the Calmues in the year 
1802, by Mr. BERGMANN, a German Li- 
vonian. 

We fhall conclude this fubdivifion with 
a caution againft an attempt to impole 
again upon the public, by the notorious 
fabricator of the pretended Travels of 
Damberger. This impoftor, whofe real 
name is Taurinius, and who now works 
aS a journeyman printer at Vienna, has 
fent forth another work, entitled ‘ Tav- 
rinius, eines gelehrien Acgypters, Le- 
bensgelchichte,” &c.—-Memoirs of Tau- 
rinius, a learned Egyptian ; with an Ac- 
count of his Travels in Afia, Africa, and 
America ; and a Defence of the Attacks 
againft him, in feveral Journals!!!

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Ancient Hiftory, to the ftock which feve- 
ra] important additions were made. Mr. 
RicHTeR, of Leipzig, has printed his 
«« Hitor. Verfuch uber die Arfaciden ;” 
—an Hiitorical-Effay on the Dynatties of 
the Arfacides and Saffanidz ; according 
to the Accounts to be found in the writ- 
ings of the Greeks, Romans, and Perfians, 
HoGewiscu, of Kiel, a truly philofo. 
phical inveftigator of Ancient Hittory, 
furnifhed ** Ein Verfuch uber die Romi- 
{chin Finanzen ;""—or, Effay on the Fi. 
nances of the Romans. Ancient Hitory 
in general now engages the atténtion of 
WEZEL, advantazeoufly known before 
by excellent editions of claflical authors, 
who is now publifhing a ‘ Worterbuch 
der alten Welt und Volkerkunde ;*° Dic- 
tionary of Ancient Hiltory and Geogra. 
phy. Profeflor Heeren, of Gottingen, 
equally celebrated for his inquiries rela- 
tiveto Ancient and modern Hittory, gave 


us a new augmented edition of his 
‘6 Tdeen uber Politik, den Verkehes 
und den Handel der Volker der 


alten Welt ;°’"—which however yet only 
treats of Political Confitutiors, Commer- 
cial Intercourfe, &c. among the Ancient 
Nations of Africa. Kuun, in his “ Kurze 
Daritellung der Fortpflanzingaller Hampt- 
gewicht verhaltniffe,’’ &c.—-Endeavours 
to prove that ali the principal weights and 
meafures of the Greeks and Romans were 
brought to Europe from Afia, by the 
great Teutonic ftock of nations. Several] 
authors treated in particular of the religion 
of the ancients. HicKMANN, Proleffor 
at Frankfort on the Oder, known from his 
former inquiries relative to the Religion 
of the Worthippers of Lama, gave in his 
“< ‘Theogonie,” fome curious inveftiga- 
tions of the origin of the religious opmions 
and rites of antiquity. To the  Mytho- 
logical Di&tionary of Bottiger and Majer,” 
—~a fecond_volume has been added, com- 
prifing fuch parts of Mythology as are not 
conlidered to be claffical. 

Un the Hiltory of the middle Ages, we 
find’ nothing - worth mentioning except 
Ralserers ‘* Gefchichte des Ritter- 
wefens ;"—or, Hiftory of Chivalry. 

Wich refpect to the general hiftory of 
mode:n times, we have tc announce the 
completion, by the publication of the fixth 
volume of * ErcHHorn’s Gefchichte der 
Drey letzten Jshrhurderte ; —or, Hiltory 
Of the three laft Centuries. 

Univerfal Hiftory, of both ancient and 
modern times, was likewife diligently 
cultivated. Baczko, who, notwithiiand- 
ing his blindnefs, continues his labours 
with unremitting zeal, gave us a * Lehir- 
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buch der Welt und Menfchenzefchichte 
lenga j"’—or, Compendium of the General 
Hittory of the World, and of Mao, for 
the ule of Schools. To Hecewiscu we 
are likewife indebted for a good {chooi-

‘* Aiphabetical Regilter of all ‘he authors 
in Great Brvain, and in the United Pro- 
vinces of North Anterica, with a cata- 
logue of their works. The fame learned 
author has publithed the filth volume of 
his ** Repertorium Commentationuma So- 
cietatibus Literariis editarum ; which 
comprehends thole of Germany 2s well as 
foreion countrics. The fifth volume its a 
repertory of thole treating of afironomy. 
A number of the mixe4 Journals, and re- 
views, l:kewile, pay particular attention 
to’ the hiftory of toreign literature ; nor is 
that of Germany negle&ted, as appears 
from the continuation of the labours of 
Meuse, who has publithed fupplemen- 
tary volumes tu his §* Gelehrtes Deutich- 
land’—-or, Account of living German 
Authois, and their Works ; and a fourth 
and fi'th volume of his Lexicon of German 
Writers, who died betwixt the years 1750, 
and 1800. Several biographical fketches 
of living authors, belonging to particular 
provinces or cisies, likewile appeared, fur- 
nifhing materials for the compilation or 
continuation of fuch a work as Meufel’s. 

Among fzparate biographies of literary 
men we, In particular, have to notice fe- 
veralof Herper and Kant. Some of 
Kant’s friends and difciples, at Konipf 
berg, have united to furnifh biegraphical 
and charaéeriitical accounts ot his life 
and writings. BorowsKky and Jacu- 
MANN treat of his earlier years, Wast- 
ANSKY of the lit'er period of his life. 
Kewcu likewile, has given us an ** Ana- 
lyfis of his Scuil,”* according to the theory 
ct the craniofcopift, Dr. Gail. 

Pafling over the particular hiftories of 
Univertities and other learned Jnititutions, 
we fhail notice here only a few works of 
a more generai'y intersiting kind. Profef 
for WacCHTER, of Marourg, began a

PHILOLOGY. 

In the cultivation of Greek and Romag 
literature, we again find a zealous emula. 
tion among the German _ philologitts, 
Homer, injparticular, has engaged the at- 
tention of feveral em‘nent critics. After 
Proteffir Wotre, in Halle, had given 
a fmall pocket edition, and then a larger 
one, with learned Prolegomena ; and aiter 
the appearance of the long-expecied one, 
of the no lefs c.lebrated critic, Herne, 
waich is now reprinting, in a {maller fize, 
for the ufe of fchcols; we find another 
undertaken by G6scHEN, of Leipzig, the 
Didot of Germany, upon the {ame plan, 
and with the fame new-invented tvpe, as 
his molt fplendid edition of Griesbach’s 
New Teftament. He has adopted the 
text of the edition of Wolfe, who has un- 
dertaken the revilal of the proofs. The 
continuation of the liad with Extracts 
from Euttatihius, by the lately deceafed 
Mucrer, reétor of the (chool at Meitien; 
and the new editicn of Képren’s “ Er. 
kiarende Anmerkungen zum Homer"— 
Explanatory Notes to Homer,—are proo!s 
of the diligent fiudy of that poet. Nor 
were the other Gieck poets neglected. 
Facuss, the tranflator of Plato’s Repub- 
lic, gave Pindar and Sophocles in a Gere 
man drefs. Ast and H6LDERLIN, like. 
wife, gave tranflations from Sophocles. 
To the veteran matter of the lyre, the ce- 
lebrated Wie LAND, (who in his “ Atuc 
Mufenm,” I:kewile furnithed contmbu- 
tions towards the illuftration of the lttera- 
ture of Greece,) his countrymen are In- 
debted for a transfulion of the Beauties of 
Euripides’s Helena and Ton into theiv 
native tongue. Of Ar-ftophanes, a New 
edition was given by Ku:nou; ad 0 
Theocritus, by Dani. The woiks of 
Plato were likewife the objects of the 
critical labours of feveral learned authors. 
Buck Lin of Halle, publithed large ard 
fmali editions of the Phedon ; which was 
likewife tranflated by LinDAU. re 
DisCHMANN gave a tranflavion oe 

Timeus,with a commentary. SCHLEYER- 
MACHER, 


cucten Fort. 
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MACHER, now Profeflor at Halle, began a 
cump'e'e tranflation otf all the works of 
Piao; and HORS7 EL furniflied a learned 
treatife entitled “* Piatonis Doétrina de 
, Deo, e Dialogis ejus redacta.”” Ot the works 
of Xenophon, Plutarch, and Thucydides 
there hkewile appeared new editions and 
tranilatiors. Or the laft mentioned of 
theie authors, a new verticn has been be. 
gun by Jacobi, who had before given 
Herodotus ina German diets. ScuorTr, 
of Letozig, pubuthed the Texoy isorexn 
que valgo Dionynio Halicarnailenti tri- 
buiur; with a commentary, in which he 
endeavours to pove that the work is 
inerely acompilation compoled of extradis 
trom tne writings and lectures ot Dioayfius, 
ivermixed with fisgments of other au- 
thors. HtyNe’s new edition of Apollo- 
durus may hkewile be confidered as an 
it portant addition to the ftock of Grecian 
luerature ; ard the ‘* Epitto'z critic 
duz, una de Agiiaco et Philoitrato, altcra 
de Heliodorc,” by the acure philologiit 
Jacogs, are delirving of honsurable 
mention. ° 
With refpect to Roman literature, we 
remark, that the two feries of editruns of 
all the Latin authors, uader tie fuperin- 
tendance ot EicusT ve DT, at Leipzig, and 
cf Ruperts, at Gotringen, has gone on 
without interruption: the rormer entitled 
* Corpus Scriptorum Latinorum,” to the 
fourth, and tie latter to the feventh vo- 
lume. In Echititt’s Collection have 
been given the Con:inuation of Cicero's 
Oraorial Works, by Schutz; and Eu- 
topius cura Tzichucke; in tuat of Ruperti, 
‘cruus W.th a Commentary by KoniG 5 
Crcero de Legibus, by WaGner 3 Cur- 
hus & Cornelius, by SMiEDER and 
Tuscuuke; Plaurus by SCHMIEDER ; 
and Tacitus, by the Editcr. At Vienna, 
likewile, a collegtion of Roman authors 
Was continued’; and a-new ‘+ Bibhorieca 
Ciaflica Lasina,’’ for the ule of Schouls, 
has been Deguon at Linz, by F.N. TiTze, 
who publifhed at the lat fair, a learned 
treatile, “* De Epitomes Rerum Romana- 
um que tuo N. mine L. Fiori tertur, 
®:ate probatiflims, vero auioie Operis, 
antiqua forma,” &c. The progre!s of 
theft cullectiuns, did not, however, prevent 
the publication of various {eparate edi- 
tions and tranflations of Latin au hors:

we proceed to Oriental literature, which 
has been enriched with * Beytrage 2ur 
Arabifchen Literatur” — Contributions 
towards Oriental Literature, by the inde- 
fatigable and learned antiquary pE MURR, 
Who, likewile, publifhed a “ Commentatio 
de Papyris, i v. luminibus Graccis Hercu- 
Jancnfibus.”’ An anonymous author fur. 
nithed an ‘ Encykio, aditche Ueberticht 
der Literatur des Oricnts”—Encyclope- 
dical View of the Literature of the Eaft, 
tranflated and compiled trom feven Arabic, 
Pertian, and Turkith works. ‘I his Ency. 
clopedia contains many things that will be 
highly intcrefting to the Onental fcholar ; 
not, however, without an admixture of nu. 
merous errors. KLAPROTH, of Weimar, 
publifhed a “© Keatifche Getch chte und 
E:lauterung der Chine fifchenChara&eren;” 
—being a Critical Hittory of the Chineis 
Characters. 

As tor the philological, grammatical, 
and lexicographical works, on the modern 
languages of Europe, we fhali only fate, 
as an index of the proportion of their cul- 
tivation, the number of the publications 
on each, viz. fixteen on the German ; 
twenty tour on the Enghth ; eight on the 
Danith; one on the Dutch; more than 
fifty onthe French; twenty on the Italian ; 
nine on the Spanifh and Portuguele ; three 
on the modern Greek ; five on the Hunge- 
rian; oneon the Ruian; four cn the 
Polifth; and five on the Bohewnian lan- 
guages. 

FiNE ARTS. 

The hiftory of the fine arts, fo intimate 
ly connztted with the htory of ancient 
literature, is likewise more and more die 
gently cul:ivated. Two rew works have 
been bezun relative to the collections of 
works of art in Germany, wrich promile 
much entertainment sad smiroctan to 
amateurs.

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POLITICS. 
PYXHE people of the United States of 
jt. America poflefs, or, at leait, fup- 
pole that they poflefs, fome political blef- 
fings, peculiar tothemfeives. Not to mea. 
tion the ftructure of their Government, 
which wil be varioufly eftimated among 
political theorifts, and which it would be 
unfeafonable now to difcufs, they confder 
themfelves as fingularly fortunate in their 
territcrial pofition, and in the adminiltras 
tion of their public affairs. In addition 
tothe kindnels of nature, in fevering them, 
by a wide ocean, from the everlatting agie 
tations and hoftilities of the old Conti- 
nent, they find themfelves feated in a re- 
gion which fupplies them, direétly or in- 
directly, with all the neceffaries and luxu- 
ries of life in the greatelt profufion, and 
which provides for the extention and per- 
maneacy of their happine!s by an almoft 
indefiaite increase of their numbeis. They 
find themielves at perce with all the 
world (except the feebleit and mott con- 
temptible of the piratical States of Bar- 
bary), with the profpest of its long conti- 
nuance, With ihe great Powers ot Eu- 
rope they ftand conneéted by -relations 
which are likely long to preterve the pre. 
fent ftate of amity and beneficial inter- 
courfe, Nothing but neceflity will drive 
the United states into war 5 and there is 
£0o0d ground to believe that every enlight- 
ened nation wiil paufe and conlider ma- 
turely the points of variance, before they 
Provoke this neceflity into action. The 
acquilition of Louifiana conters‘the fove- 
reignty of a vaiily extended terriiory, and 
the exclufive commerce of the greateft 
fiver of North America. Spain has 
Wilely withdrawn her objeétions to the 
ccilion of this country, and has now only 
tu adjuft quettions concerning limits, 
which the Government of the United 
States will always be difpofed to difcufs 
on liberal and amicable terms. ‘The 
wildem of contraéting for the purchale of 


this immenfe country, particularly when 
the previous extent of the United Starcs is 
confidered, has indeed been denied hy 
many perfons whofe opinions are ‘entitled 
to great refpect. But the evils to be ap- 
prehended trom this meafure are diftant, 
contingent, and, by judicious manage- 
ment, may probably be obviated ; while 
thofe which were to be feared from Loui- 
fiana remaining in the hands of France, 
or being wrefted from her by conquelt, 
were numerous, great, mminent, and un- 
avoidable. 

Befides the circumflances of national 
prolperity already mentioned, the United 
States have done, and are now doing, 
much towards conciliating and fecuring 
the friendfhip of the tribes of Indiars fet- 
tled and accupying territories of great ex- 
tent within their jurifdidtion. By treat- 
ing thefe people with jutiice and mildnets, 
by refpecting theircuitoms and prejudices, 
by accommodating their wants, and elpe- 
cially by introducing samong them the 
arts of civilized life, trom natural enemies 
they are converted into friends, and are 
rapidly laying afise the ferociou!nets 
which belongs to the favage ftate. ‘This 
triumph of juftice and humanity over vio. 
lence and fraud, is now become fo conipt- 
cuous, as tobe acknowledged by any eb- 
ferver of public afiairs. What was tor- 
merly too oiten obtained from the Indians 
by war, bloodshed, and rapine, is now 
amicably yielded through the mediu n of 
negociation, and all parties participate ia 
the bleflings cf the improvement. 

The opulence, power, and refources, of 
the people of the Untied S:atess mcreale 
as rapidly as their numbers. Compara- 
tively ouly a {mall portion of their terris 
tory is cleared of the forcit-irees with 
which it was originally Over! pie i] 5 the 
chief partis ii referved tor the ~~ prise 
and diligence of fuch as ate inclined to 
improve their circumftances anJj form elty- 


blifhments for their chidren. How long 
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will be the term before this extenfive re- 
gion ceafes to afford room for the multi- 
plication of its inhabitants ? And how nu- 
merous and powerful will be the commu- 
nity (unlefs civil difcord fhould rear its 
direful creft) which ts deftined to behold 
this vat furtace occupied and cultivated 
by all the arts and improvements of an en- 
lightened people. 

The national expenditure of the United 
Siates, fo far from increafiing at every Kep 
o: their profperity, is either ftationary, or 
in a courfe of diminution. The great 
mals cf public wealth, infiead of bein 
Javifhed in the profecution of inceffant 
wars, fuch as vex and exhauft moft other 
nations, is here converted into the means 
of advancing the improvement and happi- 
nefsof the community. The eye of phil- 
anthropy muft dweli with rapture on the 
profpeét of a country whote wicleenergy 
:s Readily and faithfully devoted to the 
acceleration of its progrefs in that courfe 
which ieads to the highelt elevation of 
public felicity. 

No new burthens are laid on the people 
in thisfavoured country. Inftead of tor- 
turing invention to cevife plans of reve- 
nue, and exnaulting ail the fources of tax- 
ation, the Government has relinquifhed 
many duties which had been found inconve- 
nient and unpopular, and (ill Ands the na- 
tional income adequate to the expenditure. 
The cebt of the nation is undergceing ex- 
tinguifliment with a rapidity. and fradi- 
nels unprecedented any where elfe, and in 
the prefeat courfe will ioon be entirely re- 
deemed. May not the whole world be 
challenged to point out a nation where the 
public affairs are proceeding in fuch a 
train?) Andovght not the friend of man. 
kind devoutly to return thanks to heaven 
that there is at leatt one fpot on the globe 
where man is true io himfelf, and where 
he fuccelsfully vindicates his richts, his 
dignity, and his high deftination ? 

HISTORY. 

The literature of America has not yet 
hed much to boaft of in the department of 
hittory. This is the more to be jamented, 
as the lap‘e of time is inceffintly oblite. 
racing much of the knowledge concernin 
the early fet'lement and progrefs of the 
country, which is now within reach of 
the diligent inquirer, and ought to be 
hiohiy prized. It is te he heped that this 
reproach will fooa be removed by exer- 
tions pi p rt ned to the rifing lin portance 
of the United States. 
it is edged proper to place under this 
hiad, than that of bj; ‘graphy, 
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Commander ‘in Chief of the America 

Forces, &c.; by JoHN Marsy ne 
Chief Juftice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States,”” . 

Two volumes of this work are already 
before the public, and the remaining 
number, yet definite, may fpeedily Se 
expected. ‘The plan of this publication ys 
fuch, that it may be confidered as an ane 
thentic Hiftory of the American Revoluticn, 
as weil as a Life of General Wathington, 
The firft voJume is devoted to an account 
of the difcovery and fertlement of the Bij. 
tifh colmies and plantations in North 
America, which now form the territory of 
the United States. Tne fecond begins 
with the birth of the General, givesa 
brief narrative of his education, and the 
early part of his life 3 toilows the courfe 
of his military enterprizes while he held a 
fubordinaie ftation ; and exhibits bis more 
important career trom his appointment as 
Commander in Chief of the American 
forces to the clofe of the campaign of 
1776. 

This work had been long promifed to 
the public, and long expected with impa- 
tience. The illuitrious character of Ge- 
neral Wafhington is fo widely known, 
and kis merits !o warm'y cherithed by the 
people of almoft every civilized part of the 
world, that the defire of becoming ac- 
quainted with every authentic fa& con- 
cerning his public life, has long been 
warmly felt. How far this work may 
anfwer the expectations of the public, it 
would be perhaps premature to pronounce 
before the entire completion of it. As 
the wriver has acce!s to all the papers and 
documents left by the General, which are 
unde ftcod to be very voluminous, his 
matcria's mutt be fuppofed to be of the 
bet kind. Some have cenfured the occu- 
pying of folerge a porticn of the work as 
a whole volume with the preliminary ac- 
count of the dilcovery, fettlement, and 
progrefs, of the Britith colonies, previous 
to the war of their revolution. And this 
arrangement is the mere liable to objec- 
tion, as the materials of this part of the 
narrative are to be found in books which 
are in every bedy’s bands. But whatever 
imperfections of this kind may be remark = 
ed ij: Mr. Marfhali’s plan, it is undeniable 
that he gives a much more full, clear, an 
faisfactory, view of General Wahfhing- 
ton’s life, than has ever hitherto been pre- 
fented tothe public, and that in the — 
proportion he will more amply gratily 
curiofitye The more important the re- 
publican empire of America becomes in 


the eyes of the world, the greater = 
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the eagernefs to trace the courfe by which 
it has rifen, and to be brought acquainted 
with the diftinguifhed charaéte:s by whofe 
intrumentality the great work has been 
chiefly accomplifhed. Among thefe none 
can be more interefting than the Com- 
mander in Ch'ef of the American-armies. 

Under the head of hiftory it is alfo pro- 
per to notice the ‘* Collections of the 
Hiftorical Society of the State of .Mafla- 
chufetts,”” whofe ninth volume has not 
long fince been laid before the public. 

This volume, like all the prececing 
ones of that enterprifing affociation, dif- 
plays much afliduity and judgment in col- 
le&ting and arranging the materials which 
come under their notice. Asrefearches of 
this fort have been fo much neglected, 
and are fo much wanted, in the Unied 
States, itis to be hoped this fociety of 
Maffachufetts will not relax in their dili. 
gence. The field is wide, and the labour- 
ers {carce. We truft the other ftates, 
where materials, no doubt, equally 
abound, and where individuals, who are 
equally qualified for inquiries of this kind, 
certainly refide, will make exertions to 
intitute aflociations which may hereafter 
vie with the Hiftorical Society of Mafla- 
chufetts. 

BIOGRAPHY. 

The death of General Hamilton excit- 
eda ftrong fenfatiin in America. The 
folidity and brilliancy of his genius, his 
excellence as a writer and public fpeaker, 
his integrity, candour, and honour, were 
never denied by the warmeft of his politi- 
cal opponents. His untimely fate, with 
all its peculiar circumftances, are calcu- 
lated to awaken the public fenfibility to 
an uncommen degree. For the purpofe 
of eulogifing his talents and virtues, many 
orations and difcourfes have been deliver- 
ed in different parts of the United States, 
feveral of which are entitled to refpectful 
Notice, 

Mr. Orts’s ¢¢ Oration on the Death of 
General HamiLTON” is an agreeable 
{pecimen of eloquence, and well fuited to 
the occafion for which it was prepared.—

ration of the character of the deceafed, but 
alfo with refpeét znd efeem for the au- 
thor.

Wth a little more attention to fome 
of the tubordinate points of compofition, 
which are rather formal than eflential, 
this gentleman might certainly afpire to 
great diltinéticn asa writer. He is lets 
elaborate, and uncouotedly much lefs 
correét, than Dr. Mafon, but greatly fur- 

affes him in that ealy, natural, unaffect- 
ed, and pathetic, eloquence, which finds 
an avenue to every heart, and maintains in 
it a gentle and Jaiting dominion. 

A pamphlet has been lately prefented 
to the public, under the tile of * The 
Life and Military Achievements of 
ToussainT LouveRTURE, late Gene- 
ral in Chief of the Ifland of St, Do- 
mingo.” 

The obje& of this performance feems 
to be to exhibit Touffaint in the belt pof- 
fible light, and to load the French com- 
manders oppofed to him with all the 
weight of infamy and execration.

It additional proof were wanted of the 
diligence and zea] of this eminent divine, 
in defending revelation again the attacks 
of infidelity, and unfolding the do&trines 
which he believed to foim the bafis of re- 
ligious truth, fuch proof may be abun. 
cantly found in this per’crmance. The 
author’s aim feems to have been rather to 
furnifh a practical work to the devout and 
fcrious reader, then to exhibit himflf in 
the light of a icholar and critic. The or- 
thodox, indeed, will juft!ly complain that 
he feizes every opportunity to vindicate 
and recommend the Unitarian opinions ; 
and his moft partial adherents cannot deny 
that this appears to have been one of his 
leading objets. It isno part of our prefent 
purpofe to touch the merits ef the con- 
troverfy between the Trinitarian. and 
Unitarian polemics. There is, however, 
no ground to believe. that the view of the 
fubjeCt prefented in this work wiil add 
any new force to the arguments which Dr.

advance fuch violent, exclufive, high- 
church opinions, which only tend to roufe 
the afperity of controverfy, to agitate 
mens’ minds, and revive difputes which 
have too long harafled and diftraéted the 
Ciriftian world. ‘ 

«© A Companion to the Fafts and 
Feftivals of the Epifcopal Church,” &c. 
by the fame author, is entitled to much of 
the praife which belongs to the preceding 
work ; but 1s likewife deformed by a large 
portion of the narrownefs and bigotry 
which are equally hoftile to the fpirit of 
focial benevolence and Chriftian charity. 

Bihop WHITE’s ‘* Sermon” delivered 
befcre the General Convention of the Pro- 
teftant Epifcopal Church in the United 
States of America, at the confecration of 
Bifhop Parker, of Bofton, in the ftate of 
Maffachufetts, is a fenfible, impreffive, 
and well-written difcourfe, abounding in 
indications of the mild, unaffuming, cha- 
ritable, and ftrious charaé&ter, for which 
this amiable prelate is univerfally diftin- 
guifhed. 

Another * Sermon’’ preached before 
the fame Convention, by the Right Rev. 
Benjamin Moore, D.D. Bithop of the 
Protetant Epifcopal Church in the State 
of New York, deferves to be commended 
for neatnefs, good fenfe, and a judicious 
manner of exhibiting the truths which it 
Is defigned to illuftrate. 

” Difcourfe delivered before the 
Members of the Portfmouth Female A(y- 
lum,” by Timotuy ALDEN, Jun. 
A. M. paltor of a church in Portfinouth, 
affords evidence of the benevolent difpofi- 
tion of the author, and is weil calculated 
to promote the charitable purpofe of the 
inftitution at whofe requeft it was 
preached. 

The Rev. Mr. Hoimes’s ‘ Sermon 
delivered before the Miffionary Society of 
the State of Maffachuletts,”’ exprefles and 
recommends the zeal which ought to ac- 
tuate inftitutions for that purpofe, and 
reflects much credit on his piety and ie- 
riou(nefs. 

Much praife is due to the Rev. Dr. Lt- 
VINGSTON’s ** Sermon delivered before 
the New York Miffionary Society, at 
their Annual Meeting, April 3, 1804.”

To the 
fermon is fubjoined an Appendix, in 
which many things are detailed, illuf- 
trated, and confirmed, which could not 
properly have found a place in the body 
of the Sermon, and which likewi‘e are too 
much extended to have been conveniently 
inferted in the form of notes at the bot- 
tom of the page. 
MEDICINE, 

Within the period embraced by this 
Retrofpe@, a new fpring feems to have 
been given to medical enterprize in the 
United States. The firtt number of a 
new periodical publication, conducted by 
Dr. Coxe, has mide its appearance in 
Philadelphia, under very flattering au- 
{pices; and the fir part of another perio- 
dical work, undertaken by Profeffor Bara 
TON, of the univerfity of Pennfylvania, 
has been for {ome time paft in the prefs, 
There is every reafou to believe that thefe 
publications will be ably fupported by the 
gentlemen who have aflumed the manage. 
ment of them ; that they will be the vehi- 
cles of many valuable and interefting com- 
munications from phyficians in all parts of 
the United States ; and that they will ob- 
tain an extent of circulation an{werable 
to their merits and ufetulnefs. 

Dr. Coxe’s work, intitled ** The 
Philadelphia Medical Mu‘eum,” the firit 
number of which was publifhed in the 
month of September, 1304, is intended to 
be continued quarterly. The number 
now before the public contains feveral 
very important articles of original matter, 
which evince the editor's diligence in the 
collection of materials, and the judgment 
and difcrimination with which they are 
feleed. Befides the body of original 
communications, Dr. Coxe has coliected 
a large ma{s of medical and philof>phieal 
intelligence, much of it original, and all 
of it poffefling a sefpeétable degree of 1m- 

ortance, which he arranges under the 
head of a Medical and Philofopk cal Re- 

iter. On the whele, we think the ap- 
pearance of this firft number is weil calcu~ 
lated to prepoffeis the public in favour of 
the work, and to excite confident expecta. 
tions of its future ulcfulnels and reputa- 
tion. 


The firft part of Profeffor Barton's 
4P publication, 
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publication, which is defigned to be femi- 
annual, is éxpctted to appear towards the 
clofe of the prefent year (1804). 

“© The Medical Repcfitory,” under the 
management of Dr. Mitcuitt and Dr. 
MILLER, fill continues to poflefs the re- 
putation which it has now enjoyed for fo 
many years. 

Two quarterly numbers of the fecond 
volume of the fecond Hexade, or the 
eighth from the beginning ef the work, 
are now publifhed. The department of 
original effays is conftantly filled by com- 
munications from pbyficians in various 
parts of the United States, in which, 
among a great rumber of other fubje&s, 
the American peitilence, and the natural 
hiftory of the Wettern Continent, obtain a 
large fhare of attention. And, from the 
care and diligence exercifed in making 
colle&tions on the fubjeSts jutt mentioned, 
there is juft reafon to believe that the 
mafs of facis, already very large, will 
progreffively be accumulated, until they 
become fufficient to refleét a flrong light 
upon thefe interefting branches of inquiry. 
The department of review aiferds a full 
and fatisfaXory account of the progreis 
of medical literature and fcience in Ame- 
rica, and of the augmentaticn which it is 
daily receiving from different guarters.— 
Notices are thus recorded not only of fuch 
eee as may be likely to poffefs a 
alline reputation, but of fuch allo as 
might otherwife be liable to be forgotren, 
and which hereafter may become objeéts 
of relearch, from curiofity, or ocher more 
in‘ercfting motives. In the department 
of medical and philofophical in:elligence, 
many incidental and fugitive aiticles are 
recorded, which, without fuch care, would 
only meet the attention of a few perfons, 
and, after the lap'e of a few years, would 
p:chably be loft and forgotten. 

Among the medical publications which 
fail within this Retroifpe&, we mention, 
with creat refpeét, Dr. Mann's “ Differ- 
tation on the Cholera Infantum, with 
Rules and Regulations to prevent the Au- 
tumnal Dileafes of Children ; which gain- 
ed the Boylitonian Prize for the Year 
1803.” 

This differtation forms the firft fruits 
of a prize-medal, founded on a fund ge- 
nsroufly bettowed by Ward N:cholas 
Boylfton, Eiq. foi the purpofe éf promot. 
Ing the fcience of medicine. One of the 
queries propofed on this foundation, in 
1803, was, ** Whar are the canfes, 
nature, and cure, of the autumnal dif: 
€iles of infants, as prevailing in the 


New England States >” To this que 
an an{wer is given in the differtation now 
under our notice. The author inquires 
with much acutenefs and difcrimination, 
into the caufes which produce the difeafes 
in queftion ; he then delivers the mode of 
treatment which experience has been 
found to approve ; and, laftly, he prefents 
a fketch of the rules and regulations be 
adapted to prevent the attack. On each 
braach cf the fubjeét he is well-informed, 
judicious, and inftructive. We have feen 
no performance on the fubje& which com. 
bines fo much accurate reafoning on the 
nature and caufes of theie difeafes, with fo 
good an account of the means of curin 
and preventing them. The whole pub. 
lication does credit to the munificence of 
the founder of the prize, and to the dili- 
gence and talents of the fuccefsful candi- 
date. 

Profeffor Rusn’s * Inquiry into the 
Effeéts of Ardent Spirits upon the Hu- 
man Body and Mind; with an Account 
of the Means of Preventing, and of the 
Remedies for curing them,” has been 
lately republifhed in a fourth edition, with 
confiderable additions. 

This is a very judicious, cogent, and 
eloquent difluafive from the abules of in- 
toxicating liquors. The vice which is 
here intended to be prevented and cured, 
if ferioufly confidered as to its intrinfic 
character, and as to its relations and con- 
fequences, muft be regarded as the workt 
tn hades fociety. The author of this in- 
guiry deferves to be enumerated among 
the benefa&tors of mankind who have re- 
cently endeavoured to fet this fubjectin a 
true light, and to ereét a beacon which 
may warn every beholder of the danger 
which it behoves him to avoid. This 
little pamphlet is happily calculated for 
popular ule, has had a wide circulation in 
America, and in many inftances has been 
infrumental in arrefting the career of the 
intemperate confumer of ardent liquors. 

In a {mall pamphlet, intitled ** Ele- 
ments of Life; or, the Laws of Vital 
Matter,” Dr. Joun Rus endeavours to 
account for the phenomena of life upon 
chemical principles. — 

He confides fenfibility, irritability, 
and all the effential properties of lifes ve 
in animals and vegetables, as the refult 
folely of chemical organization. In fup- 
port of this dogtrine he alleges, that ioe 
tability and fenfibiliry in an animal ae 
deftroyed by the abftraétion of any OF } ; 
chemical elements, oxygens carbone, © 
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lity in a vegetable is deftroyed by the 
abftraétion of carbone or water, which is 
compofed’ of oxygen or hydrogen. But 
we do not perceive in what manner the 
admiffion of al] this will in reality bring 
us better acquainted than we have betore 
been with the nature of the principle of 
life. 

A more wild and incoherent pvblica- 
tion can fcarcely be imagined than Dr. 
Ruston’s “ Collection of Facts ; inier- 
fperfed with Obfervations on the Nature, 
Caufes, and Cure, of the Yellow Fever ; 
in a Series of Letters, addrefied to the In- 
habitants of the United States.’’ Part I. 

This fir part contains eleven letters; 
and with them the public muft be con- 
tented, as the author has recently paid 
the debt of nature, and nothing is faid of 
any additional parts having been prepar- 
ed for the prefs. The lofs of a fecond 
or more parts is the lefs to be regretted, 
as, in the firit, no indication is afforded of 
fuch an acquaintance with the fubj-é, as 
would be neceflary to throw any Jight 
upon it. In the account of the plague of 
Athens, which occupies one letter, and 
that of London, in 1665, wiich fills an- 
other, the author appears to have taken 
little pains to obtain accurate informa- 
tion, or to have been very unfortunate in 
the dire&tion of his refearches. It is not 
eafy to colle&t what his opinions are of 
the nature of the yellow fever ; and in- 
deed it is probable that he had formed no 
definite notions on the fubjeét. He ues 
much freedom in blaming the modes of 
practice which bave moft generally pre- 
vailed, without providing fuch fubititutes 
as wouid be likely to fatisfy the inquifi- 
tive phyfician. 


LAW. 
The gentlemen of this profeffion 
in the United Siates feem to be 


lefs inclined than others to” appear in 
the capacity of authors. Many rea- 
fons might be affigned for this, without 
reforting to the charge of more indolence 
or inattention than are to be found among 
Others. 

‘* Reports of Cafes argued and adjudg- 
ed in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in Auguft and December Terms, 
4801, and February Term, 1803 ; Vol. 
I. ; by Wittiam Crancu; Affitant 
Judge of the Cirtuit Court of the Diftriat 
of Sclumbia,”’ do much credit to the di- 
ligence, fidelity, and accuracy, of Judge 
Cranch, and well deferve to obtain a ge- 
neral circulation in the United States. 


Tt is to be hoped the Judge will be in- 
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duced to continue this underiaking, and 
to lay before the public, as often as my 
be convenient, the refult of his labcurs. 

* An Abftra& of the Laws of the 
United States, which relate chiefly to the 
Dutiesand Authority of the Judges of the 
inferior State-Courts, and the Jultices of 
Peace throughout the Union; illuftrated 
by Extracts from Englith Law-Books ; 
to which is added an upendix, contains 
ing a variety of ufeful Precedents.” This 
work has been drawn up by SaMUEL 
Bayarp, Efq. Ccunfellor at Law, and 
late one of the Judges of Common Pleas 
for the County of Weft Chefter, in the 
Stateof New York. 

The object of the work is to afford 
fome affiftance to the judicial magiftracy 
of the feveral ftates, hy condenfing within 
a imal] compafs, and furnifhing at a mo- 
derate expence, all thofe laws, or parts of 
laws, which relate to the duties and au- 
thority of the Judges of the Scate-Cour:s 
ard Jultices of the Peace throughout the 
Union. Thele are illuitrated by fuch 
parts of the Englith law as are applicable. 
The work fhortly treats of the mode of 
proceeding in criminal cafes, and in fuits 
for penalties, under the law of the United 
States. It contains a fummary of the 
rules and principles of evidence, and 
clofes with a {election of fuch precedents 
as promile to be of the molt extenlive ule 
to the American magiftrate. The vo- 
lumes of the Aéts of Congreis are now be. 
coming numerous ; from thefe acts the 
prefent work contains, under diftinct 
heads, a compilation of all that 1s of im- 


‘portance to the different Judges of the 


State Courts and Juftices of Peace in the 
United States. In undertaking this pub- 
lication Mr. Bayard has rendered aa ac- 
ceptable fervice to a large bedy of magil- 
tracy, whofe fiiuation, ia many inftances, 
does pot readily allow them acceis to the 
Laws of Congrefs. His plan is well ar- 
ranged, and the whole execution 1s luca 
2s to reflect credit on his diligence, accu- 
1acy, and good fenfe. 
GEOGRAPHY. 

Mr. PinxkerTon’s * Motern Geozra- 
phy,” has been lately re-publifhed in Phi- 
ladelphia, with additions ond impros ee 
menis, which will render it a much more 
valuable work in theeftimaticn ot the peo- 

le of the United Srates. 7 

In the Britith edition, the artic-e Ame- 
tica had been treated in a very detective 
manner. Not only omiffions of much im- 
frequently to be oblerveds 


nents had taken 
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place, which loudly called for correction. 
This has been undertaken and accomplifh- 
ed by Profeffor Barton, of Philadelphia, 
jn a manner which refle&s great credit on 
his talents, learning and diligence. His 
acquirements as a naturalilt, of which his 
various publications bear fuch ample tefti- 
mony, eminently qualified him to correct 
every error and fupply every deficiency 
which had been obterved in the depart- 
ment of phyfical geography. And there 
is no doubt, that, with the amendments 
made by this gertleman, the work will be 
entitled to a ftill higher degree of the ap- 
probation which it has reccived from the 
public, in Great B:itain, and in the other 
parts of Europe. 
MATHEMATICS. 


“¢ The Mathematical Co:refpo-dent,’” 
is a periodic: publication which appears 
at intervals not exadily fet'led, depending 
chiefly on the requifite collection of ma- 
terials. 

Four numbers have been already offered 
tothe public. It is underfteod, that this 
work is conduéted by a fociety of perions 
who are attached to mathematical ftudies, 
and feel much zeal to extend the cultiva- 
tion of them. The numbers publifhed, 
difplay nct only a laudable ardour to pro- 
mote this branch of {cience, but alfo a de- 
gree of proficiency in it which is very cre- 
ditable to thofe who are concersed in the 
fupport of it. We ob‘erve communica- 
ticns from remote parts of the United 
States, which feem to denote, that the cir- 
culation of the work and the reception it 
meets from diftant fituations are more 
hkely to afford encouragement to the con- 
ductors of it than might have been ex- 
pected from the flender fupport it obtained 
at the outfet. : 

EDUCATION. 


*¢ Nature Difplayed, in her Mode of 
teaching Language to Man,” &Xc. is an 
interefiing work, in two volumes 8vo. in- 
tended to facilitate the acquilition of lan- 
guages, It is the produdtion of Mr. A. 
G. DuFier, of Philadelphia, a French 
gentleman, who has devoted many years 
to the refearches and refle&t'ons of which 
he offers the refult in this work. He fup- 
pofes himfelf to have difcovered a new and 


infallible method of acquring a’ language ~ 


in the fhortelt time poilible, deduced from 
the analyfis of the human mind, and con- 
fequently fuited to every Capacity. This 
method is more particularly adapted to 
the French language, and feems to have 
been fuggefted to him by the difficulties 
he had himfelf experienced, and the mcde 


he had adopted to overcome thefe difficul. 
ties, while he was engaged’ in learnin 
Englifh. His plan requires the acquifitio 
of the vocabulary of a language, in the 
firfl place, without any preliminary ac. 
quaintance with grammar; and he com. 
bines the idiom of the language in quettion 
with its vocabulary in fuch a manner, 
that the former is infeparably connesed, 
and fimultaneoufly acquired with the lat. 
ter. He exhibits a very luminous arrange. 
ment of his principles and praétice, and 
fhews how completely it is adapted to the 
fludy of all languages as well as to the 
comprehenfion of every learner. The 
author is undoubtedly entitled to the praife 
of having removed many obftacles and 
fuggefted many facilities for the benefit of 
fuch as are engaged in the laborious tafk 
of learning Janguages. 

‘¢ A Hebrew Grammar without Points,” 
by JoHN SmitH, A. M. Profeffor of 
Languages in Dartmouth College, is a 
judicious ard refpe€&table performance, 
which offers much plain and ufeful initruc- 
tion, in a very fimple and familiar manrer, 
The author appears to have given due 
attention to the fubjeét, and to be well 
qualified to treat it in fuch a way as will 
conduce to the eafier attainment of the 
Hebrew language. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Mr. Austin’s * Letters from Lon- 
don ;”’ written during the years 1802, 
and 1803, contain a lively, diverfified and 
defultory account of the Britifh metropo- 
lis. 

Thofe letters, as the author himfelf in- 
forms us, were written during a refidence 
in London, and addreffed to a friend in the 
State of Maffachufetts. The writer has 
endeavoured to blend amufement with in- 
formation, and has attempted to fketch 
beth national and individual character ; 
with occafional outlines of the ftate of {o- 
ciety and the progrefs of refinement, 0 
that interefting country: a country which 
Americans cannot but confider with re- 
verence, as the land of their anceftors, an 
as the fource whence they derive their lan- 
guage, religion, laws, habits, manners, 
and fome of their political inftitutins. 
The frequent aliufion to the United States, 
by way cf comparifon, while it adds v3- 
riety, and confers intereft, may poflibly be 
thought by fome to diminifh the impart 
ality of the work. If the writer fometimes 
holds up John-Bullifm to ridicule, he mut 
be allowed, on the whole, to be difpofed to 
treat every thing really refpectable mn the 
Britith nation with a due degree of gf 
vity and reverence. Dre 
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Dr. MEASE’s edition of * Witticn’s 
Domeftic Encyclopedia,” . will greatly 
conduce to extend the ufefulnefs and cir. 
eulation of that work. After expunging 
many trivial or ulelefs things, which 
ferved only to encumber the performance, 
Dr. Meafe has made numerous and im. 
portant additions, efpecially of fuch articles 
as are fuited to the prefent ftate of the arts 
and of fociety in the United States. This 
American edition is compriftd in five vo- 
lumes, 8vo. 

‘© The Tranfa&tions of the American 
Philofophical Society,held at Philadelphia, 
for Promoting Ufeful Knowledge.” vol. 
vi. part 1. 

This volume, like all the preceding 
ones, exhibits the learning, diligence and 
zeal of the members of this Affociation, in 
a very refpectable light. The refolution 
adopted by the Society to publifh annually 
a volume, or a part of a volume of their 
Tranfactions, will, doubtlefs, have the 
effect of exciting and quickening their 
labours, 

Mr, Krart’s * American Dililler,” 
exhibits in a comprehenfive point of view, 
the theory and practice of Diftilling, ac- 
cording to the lateft difcoveries and im- 
provements, and includes the mott ap- 
proved methods of conftructing ftills, and 
conducting the procefies of rectifica- 
tion. 

A great variety of interefting details, 
concerning diftillation, many of them 
either entirely new, or little known, are 
to be found in this practical, judicious, 
and ufeful work. 

Mr. C. B. Brown’s ‘ Tranflation of 
Mr. Volney’s View of the Climate and 
Soil of the United States,’’ accompanied 
by notes and illufrations, which conter 
much additioaal value on the work, has 
lately been laid before the public. | 

Mr. Brown’s charaéter, as a writer, 1s 
alyeady {> relpectably known to the public, 
that every reader will open this perform- 
ance with fanguine expectations, and he 
will not be difappointed, 
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“ An Effay on the ManufaQuri ig In- 
tereft of the United States,’ trom an 
anonymous pen, feems to have been writ. 
ten with the laudable with of itimulating 
the people and the government of the 
United States to make more ftrenuous ex- 
ertions for the extenfion and impiovement 
of manulaures. 

Amidit all his zeal and earneftnefs, 
however, the author frequently betrays his 
unacquaintance with the true principles 
on which fuch exertiors ought always to 
be founded, if they be d: figned to fucceed, 

POETRY, 

Nothing will be found under this head, 
that can be fufficient to do away the un- 
favourable impreflions of American pcetry, 
which have now too long exiited. It is to 
be fesred that America will be comipelled 
to poltpone all hopes of diitinStion in this 
depariment of literature to a much more 
advanced period of her progrefs. 

“© The Juvenilia” of Mr. Hunt ap- 
pear to hold the firit place of the poetical 
attempis in this country which have lately 
fal'en under our notice. 

The early age of the writer affords ho 
that the fuller development of the powers 
of his mind, will produce fomething tril 
more worthy of the pub.ic favour. 

The autaor of the ** Hamiltoniad,” 
how good fever may be his intentions, 
muft make great improvements before he 
can expect to be enumerated in the catae 
logue of poets. 

He feems to be fti'l young, and unprac- 
tifed in the arts of poetic compofition, 
Perhaps a few more years, and a litth 
more exertion and diligence may enable 
him ‘o appear to more advantage. 

An atflociation of unfledged rhymers 
have recently hazarded their effufions 
under the title of the ‘* Uataught Bard.” 
If thefe young writers do not poffcis the 
graces of poe'ry, which it were ealy 
enough to prove, the title they have cho- 
fen is an indication that they have not lof 
all pretenfous to tae grace of modcity.
